PREFACE. 


Any Learned Books have been 
written againſt the Errors of 
the Clurch of Rome, by ſeve- 
ral worthy Champions of the 
Charch of England, but uſually they read 
them moſt that have leaſt need of them, 
while in the mean time they that have but 
little of knowleage are left unarmed againſt 
the (rafts and Subtilties of the Propagators 
of” the Roman Faith. 7 know there ts an 
in-bred Averſion to Popery in the major 
part of our People, but Popery tis now a word 
of a very dubious fienification, and means 
rather what every one diſlikes, than what 
# fo indeed: and it ts to be ſeen ip the [c- 
cond part of this Book, that they that ex- 
claim'd moſt az ainſt what they pleaſed to call 


Popery ;, ran themſelves into the worſt of 


Popiſh EYYOY S. 

However, *tis not a brutiſh Hatred or a 
blind Zeal againſt unknown Errors can ſecure 
u from them: A man may caſily embrace 

A4 his 


. es 
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his mortal Enemy, if he knows him not, or 
if he meets him wnder 4 diſpuiſe. Teſuites 
are Traveſly among us, and ſo # their Do- 
&Frine ; they put a ſtrange garb as well upon 
their Opinions, as upon their Perſons, and 
1 am confident they win more Proſelytes by 
miſ-repreſenting the Popiſh Religion , than 
by proving it to be trae. 

Therefore, that they might no longer be 
impoſed upon, that have not the leiſure or 
the capacity of knowing what the Papiſts do 
really believe, contrary to that ſound and 
orthodox Dottrine, which « profeſt in the 
Church of England ; 1have here ſet down 
their real Opinions, taken out of their moſt 
approved Dottors and the Council of Trent 
itſelf, baving tranſcrib'd their very words, 
without afy the leaſt alteration, and then 
Engliſht them as faithfully as their ſenſe 
did require: And afterwards I have added 
ſome of thoſe places of Scripture which 1 
thought moſi expreſs againſt thoſe Errors 
which our (hurch hath rejetted, as being 
contrary to Gods Word and the Faith of the 
Primitive Church. 

Xow if any man likes thoſe Doitrines of 
the (hurch of Rome as they are really ir 
themſebves, and as they ſtand: in oppoſition 
zo the Word of God, let him embrace them, 


if 
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if it [o pleaſe him: but let none flatter bim- 
ſelf or be made to believe by others, that the 
Popiſh Tenets 1 have mentioned are not ſo 
bad as Irepreſent them, for I have uſed the 
wery Words and Expreſſions of their own 
Aathors, which certainly could not be made 
either better or worſe by being tranſcrib'd 
by me. 

Perhaps 1 fall be cenſur'd for having 
writ my Book Dialoz ne-wiſe , and wot well 
managed the Intrigue ; but if they that find 
fault with this, like the matter, let them 
not mind the form, if not, I had as lieve 
they ſhould diſlike both as but one onely, 
My aefig um was not to make a Dramatic Piece, 
but to make my Attors ſpeak truth. This 
way of writing # eafie to the meaneſt capa- 
cities, and I am minded to imitate at leaſt 
in the method, that excellent Dialogue, cal- 
led the F.D. However if 1 can profit thoſe 
that ſhall read me, 1 little care whether 1 
pleaſe them or not. 

And now if it may be lawful for a Contro- 
vertiſt to moralize a little, give me leave 
to tell thee, Dear Reader, that what I have 
written # nt to engage thee into Diſputes 
and Religions Quarrels: I had rather thou 
{poulleſt read The whole Duty of Man, 
and jhs excellent Diſcourſe which that pious

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The Preface, 
Author hath written againſt Diſputes in hs 
Decay of Chriſtian Piety, than this 
Book of mine, By diſcovering the foul ſtains 
of thoſe Religions that make ſhew of a fair 
and ſpecious outſide, my deſign ts not to teach 
thee how to rail at them, or wrangle with 
their followers : But to make thee love and 
obey that holy Religion which u taught in the 
Church of England, and which promiſeth 
rewaras to her followers, not for hating 
thoſe that are of different Perſuaſions, but 
for obeying the Precepts of Chrift. 1f thou 
art ar ill liver, no matter what Religion 
thou art of, thy recompence ſhall be accor- 
ding to thy works ;, if not, thy Creed and a 
Good Life will do thy ſoul more good than 
much Knoviledge and Attivity in what con- 
cerns the Differences among Chriſtians in 
points of Religion. And if thou doſt a5k me, 
why therefore I ſhould medale with them and 
not be wholly employed in the per formance of 
good Works? 1 anſwer ſomewbat like as 
Aphraates did VYalens, when he came 
into Antioch to oppoſe himſelf to the then 
prevailins Error of Arius, and the Emperor 
askt him, why he had left his Religious Re- 
tirement to come into the City, Niceph, 
I.1 I. C.2.

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danger of being ſeduced , it behoves me alſo 
to do my utmoſt endeavonr for its Preſerua- 
tions And when my heavenly Fathers houſe 
i ſet on fire, 1will by all means endeavour 
toquench it, and fling water upon it though 
it were but one drop.

G. I proteſt Maſter ---- it grieves me that con- 
trary to our inclination we ſhould be forc'd tobe 
thus ſevere againſt you for to ſecure the peace of 
the kingdom: And were it not that your Religion 
Rands in oppolition to the good and peaceable 
intentions which I believe ſome of you may 
have, I do proteſt that T my (elf would heartily 
intercede for your ſtaying and living quietly 
withus: However you are very welcome. 

P. Sir, I know you to be of a very ſweet 
nature, by a long experience, andI will requite

your kindneſs by praying heartily for your con- 
verſion to the true Catholic Faith. 

G. Maſter Ithank you for your good 
will, but I believe if your Prayers be heard, I 
ſhall never be of your Religion, tor if it hath the 
truth, yet therewith ye have mixt ſo many falſe 
Dodrins particular to your own Church, that 
it can never be jultly call'd, The true Catholic 
Faith. 

P. Sir, you ſpeak as you have been taught, 
but did you well underttand thoſe things as you 
call falſe Do&rines, I am ture you would be of 
another mind. 

G. Well, we are centred ab abrapto upon a 
Subje& that will help us to pals away thetime, 
therefore I detire you, my good Friend, for our 
old acquaintance ſake, to let me know poſitively 
the truth of what your Church believes in the 
chicteſt things we differ trom you, as it is taught 
and recorded by your moſt approved Doctors, 

P. I will with all my heart, as far as I am 
able, and that you may not think I diſguilc 
any thing or ſpcak my private Opinions, I will 
bring the very words of the Council of Trent, 
or Bellarmin , or Stapleton, as the Authentic 
Proofs of the truth of what 1 (hall ſay, ask 
you what you have a mind to know. 

G. Firſt, ct me enquire of what you belicve 
concerning the Holy Scripture tor we make it 
the Ground and the Rule of our Faith, being 
perſuaded that it conteins all things neceflary 
to Salvation. 

P. We are much of another mind, for we 


hold, that the Scripture doth not expreſly content 
all

all that is neceſſary to be believed or to be done, 
5.e. that its Doctrine is defeCtive in what con- 


cerns Faith and Morality. Nos afſerimus , in 


neceſſariam, {ive de fide, ſive de moribus. 

G. That's very plain and I believe more than 
you dare ſay to thoſe you endeavour to make 
your Proſclytes —— 

P. Nay Sir, bcfore we proceed I muſt tell 
you, that 1 expect you would render me like 
tor like, and cite the words of Cranmer or 
Calvin, or whatever Authors they arc you have 
your Dodrine from, that it may be ſeen which 
of us hath the better Authorities tor our ſeveral 
Opinions 3 pray who taught you, that all things 
neceſſary to ſalvation are contein'd in Scri- 
pture ? 

G. Our Bleſſed Saviour, who approved the 
Jews opinion of believing that by the Scriptures 
they might have eternal lite, and therefore com- 
manded them to ſearch them. Fobn 5. 39. 
Search the Scripmures, for in them ye think ye have 


eternal life , and they are tbey which teftifie of 


we. And more cxpreſly S. Pax], who affirms, 
that they are able to make us wiſe unto ſalvation, 
being inſpir'd by God. Thele two Texts are 
of more weight with me than the contrary at- 
firmations of twenty Cardinals. And as tor 
the Authors of our Religion , we own none 
beſides Chriſt and his blefled Apoſtles. Thoſe 
DoGtrines of our Church which are poſitive are 
plainly contein'd in Scripture, and the beſt Re- 
cords of the Primitive Church, and are own'd 
and beliey*d by you allo : and the negatives 

which 
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x Ne" : Verbo Dei 
Scripturis non contineri expreſſe totam dofirinam PRE 
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which are againſt your Innovations, can neithe* 
be diſprov*d by Scripture nor the Antient Fa” 
thers, but are generally included in the poſitive. 
All this is to be ſeen in the learned labours of 
many of the Reformed DoGors. I will not 
make our Diſcourſe ſo tedious, as to rehcarſe 
what they have ſaid upon that ſubject, therc- 
fore I dctire you to be contented with a few 
plain Scriptures, which I will bring to autho- 
rize our denying; thoſe Articles of your Roman 
Faith, we have rejected. 

P. Well, do ſo if you will; but let me tell 
you, that Scripture is not to be the judge of 
Differenccs in Religion 3 *Tis the Pope and Coun- 
cil muſt decide all Controverſies and declare the 

Bellar. de true ſenſe of Scripture. Fudicem dicimus veri 
Verbo Dei ſenſis Scripture & omnium Controverſiarum eſſe 
L.3.C.3. Feclefiam, 1d elt, Pontificem cum Concilio. 

G. I don't believe it, for I find that God 

Ifa, 8. 20, ſends his People to the Law and to the Teſtimony 
to examin the DoErine of the Prophets 3 and 
I hope the Goſpel may as well have the Privi- 
lege, that by it we ſhould examin the DoGtrin 
of the Pope. Chriſt tells the Saducees that they 
ereed becauſe they knew not the Scriptures. It is 
24. {aid in the Parable of Dives, They have Moſes and 
Luke 16, tbe Prophets, let them hear them. And it is re- 
39. corded to the praiſe of the people of Berea, that 
As 17, they ſearched the Scripmres daily to ſee whether 
1, thoſe things were fo. In all thele the Scripture is 
made Judge of Controverhies, and by it the Do- 

Qrin of S. Paul himſelf is tried and examined. 
P. But for all that, the Scripture #4 very ob- 


ſecure and harder to be underſiood than the Notions 
0 
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of Metapbyſic. Certe ſi ſcientia Metaphyſicornum dif+ Beilar. de 
ficilzor, ==-quomodo non obſcuriſſima evit Scriptura Þ —_ Dct 
que de rebuc longe altioribus agit. And if the People *** ft 
fhould read it, it would do theny,more barm than 
good , for *twould be an occaſion of their falling 
into error about thoſe Doftrines that cMmcern Faith | 
and a good Life. Populum non ſolum non eaperet -* oid, | 
fructum ex Scriptiuris, ſed ctiam caperet detrimen= *©* OD 
tum, acciperet exim facillime occaſionem errand;, 
tum in dofirina fidci, tum in preceptis vite &- 
morum. Therefore all men ought to follow 
the Deciſions of Popes and Councils, that they 
may be guided in the truth. 
G. Nay, I would have the people follow the 
judgment of the Church they live in, but I 
would have them to make uſe of their Rationa- 
lity to chuſe the Communion of the pureſt 
Church, according to the Word of God (and 
it they have learning enough) according to the 
four hrſt General Councils and the Primitive 
Chriſtians; and not deny their Reaſon, and 
the plain meaning of Scripture and make them- 
{elves blind, that they may be led by thoſe that 
pretend to Infallibility and a ſupreme Authority 
in things of Faith. As for the Decilions of 
your Popes and Councils, it hath been obſer- 
ved by learned men ot ours, that they are alſo 
ſubject to miſcintcrpretation,, and that they 
have not bcen able ſo much as to compoſe any 
one of thoſe Diticrenees that have been and are 
fill amongſt you. And indeed, why ſhould 
not God ſpeak as plain as the Pope in what 13 
\abſolutely neceſſary to be known ? Is it becaule 
hs is not able, or bccauſe he is not willing we 
| L ſhould 
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ſhould know the truth? But, Friend, whilft 
you tax the Scripture with obſcurity and make 
the people think *t1s a dangcrous Book, ce 
whether you dog 9t give thelic to God himlelt, 
who faith, The 4 ww of the Lord is perfect, con- 
verting the ſoul : the Teſtimony of the Lord is ſure, 
making wiſe the ſimple , (according to Rome it 
ſhould have been, making the f1mple to err) 
The Statutes ef the Lord are right, rejoycing the 
heart, the commandment of the Lord is pure, en- 
lightning the eye, (not blinding or darkning the 
eye.) In another place, Thy word i a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path. Could any 
thing be morc expreſs againſt the charge of 
obſcurity? And ſo, S. Pal faith, If our Goſpel 
be hid, it is bid to them that periſh, in whom the 
God of this world bath blinded the minds, leſt 
the lizbt of the glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, who is the 
image of God fhneld ſhine unto them. It ſcems 
the Goſpel hath a light that ſhines unto men, 
and the dcvil endeavours to blind them that 
they may not fcc it : and whether the Pope be 
rot an uſctul inftzument to that effect, Ict them 
judpc that are not yct quite blind. Sure if there 
was {0 great a danyer in reading the Scriptures, 
God would not have commandcd his people o 
abſolutely to ſtudy his Law 3 Chriſt would not 
have preached to the multitudes (for his words 
mipht be milinterpreted as well ſpoken as writ 
ten) and the Apoſtles ſhould not have directed 
their Epiltles to all the people of Cortath, Ephe 
ſus, &c. We ſhould rather have been forbidde 
lcarching the Scriptures, and ſent to bis Holineſi 
to know what we nat bclicve and do. 


P, ot. 
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P. Sir, you are tedious in your Reaſons and 
Proofs, and whereas I cite only one of our ap- 
proved Doctors at a timc, and that in few 
words: you bring mel do wt know how many 
places of Scripture. I ha& gather you would 
cell me what Luther or the Church of Gexera 
have reſolv'd in theſe Controverites. 

G. *Twould be to no purpole, tor we regard 
not their opinions , nor thole of any private 
men, but as far as thcy agree with the truth; 
Our Church is founded upon that Catholic and 
unchangeable truth which God hath revealed 
inthe Sacred Books, and which hath been and 
is ſtill cntertain'd , by all thoſe that own-the 
Fundamentals of Chriſtianity. Therctorc as I 
have told you, *twill be the ſhortelt way for me 
to back thoſe Doctrins of our Church which op- 
pole any of yours by the authority of Gods 
Revelations, his moſt Holy Word, whigh is a 
ſufficient foundation tor us to ground our faith 
upon. 

P. As far as I can ſce, you are run a great 
way off from us, for we (as many as own the 
Pope to be the Head and Monarch of the 
Church) never mind what the Scripture ſaith, 
we tollow blind-told the Judgtnenr ot our 
Church, as a moſt infallible guide. Je believe 
that neithcr the Pope, nor the particul i Church 
of Rome can err in things of Faith. Non ſolum 
Pontifex Romanus non poteſt errare in fide, ſid 29 
Romana particulars Eccleſia, No Sir, take it 
trom Bellaymin, It is abſolutely impoſſible that the 
Church ſhould err in any thing, wixctber it ve ne- 
ceſiiry or not» Niſtra c/t ſententia, Eccleſium ab- 
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ſolute non poſſe eyrare nec in rebus abſolute necez-

G. And you, Sir, take it from expcrience, 
that the Church of Rome could and hath greatly 
crred in many things (it it bean error to make 
huge additions to the anticnt Creeds, and to go 
diredaly againti the Word of God) And though 
it be impollible that ever the Univerſal Church 
ſhould forſake and deny the f(aving truths of 
Chriſtian Religion, becauſe of the Promiſe of 
Chrilt, Matth. 16.18. Yet any one particular 
Church or Socicty of Chriſtians, though never 
ſo great, may crr, and that in Fundamentals, 
as we know ot ſome Plundo- Councils that have 
broacl''d or confirm'd damneblc Herclies. And 
accordingly the Scripture faith, Let God be true 
and every man a liar: the Biſhop of Rome him- 
{ct is not excepted: And doubtlels 1t the 
Church of Rome was intallible, and the only 
guide that can lead us to heaven: God who 
hath revcalcd tous the way to happinc(s, would 
not have omittcd fo cfſcntial a thing. But in- 
ficad of a command wholly to rely on the judg- 
ment of the Pope (peaking ex Cathedra, we are 
commanded to prove all things, and to bold faſt 
that which is good, and again to try the ſpirits 


whether thy be of God \, becauſe many falſe Pro- . 


phets arc come out into the world. Now, how 
ſhall we try them, but by the Word of God ? 
and if wc hind youdo not tollow it, why ſhould 
we any longer tollow yon? Find me as many 
Texts out oft Gods Word, to prove that your 
ercat Bithop is infallible, and that we are all 
bound to believe cyery thing he {aith, as I have 

pro- 
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produc'd already for the Divine Authority of 
Scripture, and its ſuthciency to bring us unto 
Salvation, and then well weigh them together, 
and my faith ſhall follow the heavier Scale : 
But vhcn we prove and demonttrate that you 
err and go dircaly againſt Scripture, for you 
to come and ſay that it is impoſiible becauſe you 
are infallible and trce trom all error, 13 to my 
thinking a very odd and uniatisfactory anſwer. 

P. Well, it you talk of Scripture till to 
morrow, I am ſure ours is the Anticnt Ca- 
tholic Church witho:.c the which there is 
no ſalvation: But your Religion 1s a new up- 
ſtart, you cannot ſhew me where it was aud 
the Profeſſors of it two hundred years ago, 

G. As for the Protcfſors, where they were, 
and. that there were many even in the highth 
of Popery is a long Hiſtorical labcur, but rea- 
dy done to my hand by ſeveral Icarncd mcn; 
the Author of Cat.logus teſtinm Verit. Abbot, 
Uſper , Fox, White, &c. Thcy were in the 
Eaſtern and Grecc Churches much larger than 
that of Rome, they were amongſt you , fome 
declar'd and marty/d for it, {ome for pczce 
(ake living in the Communion of your Church, 


- and ſome conceled for fear of your cruclty, fiph- 


Ing in ſecret for Liberty and Reformation. But 
you may fatishe your felt tully in their Books. 
As for our Religion, It was whac it had 


been above a thouſand years, in the Holy Scrj- 


pture. And ſuppoſe ( what &s utterly falſe ) 
that ſoon after its bcing written all Chriſtian 
Churches had bcen fo corrupted, as to own 
nttcen hundred years together thoſe Errors 

B 3 which 
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which now are amongſt you; yet ſtill the 
Scripture had been the ſame, as much to be 
obeyed and followcd, as it it had always becn 
zKing.22\ fo. When Foſiah had found the Book of the 
Law, he did not fling it by , becauſe 1t had 
been hid and neglected, during the reign of 


Manaſſeh and Amon his Fathers, but he cauſed | 


Tbid. 23. jt to be read before all the people, that they 
might obſerve what was contcincd in it. So 
now we have the Holy Scriptures rcad and 
preachcd to us, we mult not reject them, to 
tollow che Cuttoms ot fome ot our Fore-Fa- 
thers, in whoſe time they were hid and diſre- 
eardcd, for ehcy arc as much the Rule of Faith, 
as it they had never bcen diſown'd. But I ſay 
tarther, that ous Religion was 1n thofſe Chur- 
ches in the Eaſt and South which never own'd 
Popery 3 and even among(t you, our Religion 
was profeſſed 3 you believed all along tholc 
three Creeds which you and we do {ill retein, 
which contein the Articles of our Faith , bur 
not the new additions which axe particular to 
Rome: The Popes univerſal Supremacy and 
his Infallibility, Tranſubſtantiation, Worſhip: 
ping of Images, Purgatory, Indulyences, &o, 
Thele are neither in Scripturc, nor in the hill 
Councils, nor in the Writings of the Antient 
Fathers, not (o much as in your Creeds (a 
evident mark of their novelty) but in the Jar: 
Councils and Canſtitutions of the Popes. 

We conteſs indeed that there is an univerſi 
Church out of which there is no ſalvation, ac 
cording to that known ſaying of S. Cyprizr 
Deum non poteſt, &c, He can be none of Got 
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children, who is not a ſoit of the Chur:h; But 
that Church is the Chrittian not the Roman 
Church; and to know which is the Chrittian 
Church, or which 1s the purctt ot Chriltian 
Churches, (tor they are all Chiiliian in ſome 
mcalure that own Chrilt) we mult not coulule 
humane Hittoricsz tor thcy cannot inform us 
of that, and it they could we muſt not build 
our faith upon mens report. Bellarmin laith 
of humanc Hiltorics, Facirnt tantem bumanam 
fidem cut falſim ſubeſſe poteſt, t'at they only be- 
get a buman f .1ith which may be crroneowe Whcerc- 
torc in the Controvcrlie betwixt us, which 15 
the purclt Church, we mult not {carch old Re- 
cords and Chronicles , to {:e which was the 
oldcft, the moſt vitible or the molt large and 
flouriſhing, Church (that is not the Queſtion, 
and if it were, ſtill human Hiſtories cannot be 
the ground of a Chriſtian Faith) but we mult 
examin, which agrees beſt with Holy Scriprure 
{which we all acknowlcdge to be the Word ot 
God) tor no doubt the true Church wherein 
Salvation may be had, is that which holds thac 
Doctrin which God himſclt hath reveled to 
Mankind, whatever her condition may have 
been in times palt. 

P. There may be ſomething conſiderable in 
what you ſay , but you Heretics have {tranpe 
cunnings and fubtilties to juſtihe your Op:nt- 
ons 3 and yet {till tor all you have ſaid, you ar 
no bettcr than Rebels againti your ſpiritual Sc- 
vereign, you are Schiſmatics, undutitul Chil- 
dren, that have forſaken your Mother the 
Church. The true and only Church wherein $al- 
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vation is to be obtcin'd, guided and governed by the 
Vicar of Chriſt upon earth, our holy Father the Pope, 
Una eſt tantum Eceleſiz — ſjub regimine unit 
Chriſti in terris Vicaris Romani Pontifics. But 
pray do not make (ich. a tedious Diſcourle as 
you have juſt now. 

G. Good Sir, ſometimes ſhort Queſtions can- 
not be anſwered in few words, I could propole 
one to you much like that as you put to me, 
which I bclieve would take a great deal of your 
time to anſ{wer,- that is, Where your particular 
Religion, your ſacrificing of the real and cor- 
poral body and bloud of Chriſt for the ſins gf 
the living and the dead , your Worſhipping 
Images and Saints, and making them your In- 
terceſſors, your Purgatory , Indulgences, &, 
Where was all that in the time of Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles? Whercabout can it be found in 
Scripture or in the antient Creeds or in the 
four firſt General Councils or in the three or 
four firſt Centuries? But I will not put you 
to ſo long and impoſlible a Task. 

As for our forſaking the Communion of the 
Church of Rome, we were abſolutely bound, 
and in a manner forc*d to do it, b:cauſe « the 
many errors which had crept and been brought 
into it by the Ignorance, Pride, Avarice and 
Ambition of the late Popes of Rome and their 
Partizansz and which were contirm''d by your 
Church, and defended with that violence, that 
it was death to any man to ſpeak in the lcall 
againſt them: Now you know *tis a Rule a- 
greed on of all {ides, that he is not guilty of 
pchiſm that ſeparates, but he that gives x. 
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cauſe of Separation,wherfore I retart the charge 
upon you, of being Schiſmatics, except you 
can prove by the Word of God, thoſe Doctrins 
of yours we have rejected to be Divine and Or- 
thodox , for we have left your Church upon 
this account, that you had perverted the truth 
of God, and added many falle opinions to it, 
which ye impos'd upon the people as it they 
had been Articles of Faith. And we find it in 


Scripture 3 Mark them which cauſe diviſions and Ro.16.17 


cffences contrary to the Dotrin which ye have [carn- 
ed and avoid them : *tis not laid, except it be 
the Church of Rome. And in another place 


Though we or an angel from heaven preach unto you Gal.1.3, 


beyond or over and above (in the Grecc mp 5 in 
the vulgar preterquam quod) what we have prea- 
ched, let him be accurſed ; the Pope himlſelt you 
ſce is not excepted. Again, we have lett the 
Communion of your Church becauſe it was 
Schiſmatic itſelf, . in that it had forſaken the 
DoGtrin taught and believed in the Primitive 
Church: We have come out of Rome, to return 
into the more anticnt and univerſal Church: 
We have left the Pope to follow Chrilt and 
his Apoſtles, and we have forſaken you no far- 
ther than you had forſaken the truth. The 
antient Creeds, the firſt Councils, many good 
and Fundamental Do@rins we hold together, 
in theſe we hold Communion with you: We 
rcj<& your Communion only in thoſe new Do- 
ctrins which ye have ſuperadded tothe antient 
and divine Faith of Chriſtians, And fo likewiſe 
we rebel not againſt the Pope, only we [et God 
avove him; PI Cill acknowledge him to be 
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a Biſhop and the Patriarch of the Weſt, and 

rhaps I had been civil enough never to have 
diſputed his Infallibility and ſpiritual Sove- 
#cignty (though I find nothing for it in Scrj- 
pture) had I not found, that he hath really er- 
xd, and that very groſly, whence I infer, that 
therefore his Infallibility and ſupreme Authori- 
ty are Chimeras, mere devices of his own brain, 
the whichTI ain j11 no wiſc bound to obcy, being 
they pervert and oppole the plaineſt truths in 
the New Teſtament : As that Chrift is now in 
heaven by his bodily preſence, and not on the 
Altars; as it is in the Creed, he i« aſcended in- 
# heaven, from whence be ſhall come to judge the 
quick and the dead, and in Acts 3.20. Whom the 
beavens muſt contain until the reſtitution of all 
things. That we arc forgiven and cleanſed by 
the death and merits of Chriſt, not by Purga- 
tory and Indulgences, 1 Fob. 1.7. And the bloud 
of Feſus Chriſt cleanſeth us from all ſins, ibid. 2.2. 
He is tbe propitiation for our ſins, and not for ours 
ouly, but alſo for the fins of the whole world. That 
the offering of himſelf on the Croſs hath fully 
atishied for ſin, and that his facrifice nceds not 
be renewed daily and be offered corporally in 
the Maſs for the ſins of the living and the dead, 
as you reach and do, Heh. 9.26, But now. once 3 
the end of the world, he hath appearcd to put away 
fin by the ſacrifice of himſelf, &c. In thoſe things 
that arc evidently againſt the Word of God we 
are reſolv*d to: follow Scripture rather than the 
head of your Church, and we'll rather for ever 
break with him, than to ſuffer him to put out 
our eyes, that ſo he may guide us at his own 
plcaſurc. P. Ica, 
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P. Yca, thoſe be the truits of tranſlating the 
Bible and performing Divine Service in the vul- 
oar Tongucsz every one of you can nnd faulc 
with the Docrins and Conſtitutions of the 
Church, and talk Scripture from morning to 
night z we ſee among your ſelves what Dil- 
orders it hath cauſed. It your Clergy had been 
wile enough to have ſtill retein'd the Latin 
Tongue in all their Miniltrations, the people 
could have diſlik'd and cenſur'd rothing, *twas 
{uthcient for them to have light enough to tot- 
low their guidcs, more {itbimifſſion and obcdi- 
ence with 1.15 knowlcdge had done better. That 
bath been the wiſdom of our Chnrch to keep the Scri- 
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tbe peoples reach by forbidding then to be read in 
anty vulgar tongue» Catholica Eccleſia probibct 
ne in publico & communi uſu Fecleſie Scripture 
legantur vel canentur valgaribus linguis, ut in Con- 
cilio Tridentino $8.22. Can.g. Sed contexti ſumus 
tribus ills linguis quas Dominus titulo crucis ſus 
bonoravit. 

G, Bccauſe ſome men ſtumble and fall at 
noon-day, mult the Sun be charged with a tault 
that procceds trom their hecdle(neſs3 and would 
it become one, to ſay, that therctore *tis (ater 
ro grope in the dark, becauſe then people tread 
more warily ? Or mult therctore mens cyes be 
put out, becauſe then they ſhall be willing to 
be led and to follow their guides. S. Peter faith, 
that the unfable aud unlearned in his time wreſted 
ſome difficult things writtes by Saint Paul, and 
other Scriptures to their ow defteuftion. Yet he 
doth not ſay, theretore let not the common 

people 
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people read them, but rather dedicates his E- 
iftle to all thoſe that were partakgrs of the 
Chriſtian Faith, and exhorts them to grow in 
the knowledge of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, ibid. v.18. 
S. Pax! reckons Idolatry, Herefics and Schiſms 
among, the fruits of the fleſh, Gal. 5. 20. but 
doth not any where impute them to the 
reading of Holy Scripture: and it hath been 
obſerv*d that the perverſneſs of men of great 
Learning hath been the cauſe of Hereſies, and 
not the miſtakes or ignorance of ordinary peo- 
ple in reading the Bible. However we have a 
whole Chapter in the New Teſtament againſt 
the ſpeaking in an unknown tongue as you do 
in all your Churches : If I know not the meaning 
of the voice, I ſhall be unto bim that ſpeakgth a Bar- 
barian, and he that fpeaketh ſhall be a Barbarian 
#1nto me : that's the relation betwixt your Prieſts 
and your people, they are Barbarians one to an- 
other, the whole Chapter 1s to that purpole, 
and would be too long to be tranſcrib'd. But 
if Scripture had been filent in this, one would 
think that common Reaſon would have kept 
men from a practice fo abſurd and ridiculous , 
that a man ſhould preſent a petition and know 
not what he asks; and be taught his duty by 
words he doth not underſtand, is a ſtrange and 
incredible thing, which Reaſon alone confutes 
moſt ſtrongly. And yet forall this, I do huge- 
ly commend the wiſdom of your Church in this 
particular, for that hath maintain*d the Popes 
Religion and Credit for ſome hundreds of years; 
the underſtanding of Maſs and Scripture hath 
already prov'd fatal to his authority, and ſhould 
Once 
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buce the reſt of his flock, be able to compare 
both together, *tis to be fear'd he that hath re- 
warded many of his friends with the gift of ti- 
tular Biſhopricks, might come to be himſelf a 
titular Biſhop. 

P. I ſee you value an univerſal Council as 
little as you do Bellarmin alone, and have as 
many things to object againſt it z I wonder 
how you dare in any wiſe oppoſe the authority 
of ſuch an Aſſembly, and think your Judgment 
15 to be preter'd to theirs. 

G. And I wonder how you can call the 
Council of Trent univerſal, when there was 
none in it of the Clergy of the Reformed Chur- 
ches which are almoſt as large and populous 
here inthe Welt, as thoſe of the Roman Reli- 
gion : But eſpecially, becauſe none of the Chri- 
ttians of Fthiopia, nor of thoſe that are ſubject 
to the Patriarchs of Antioch and Conftantinople 
(whole Juriſdiction is of a far larger extent than 
that of the Biſhop of Rome) were preſent at it. 
Pray did you never hear, that a great Company 
of Arrians met once together and conhirmed 
their Errors and curſed all thoſe that would not 
embrace it, and calPd themſelves an Univerfal 
Council: juſt ſo did that Company of Papiſts 
that met at Treut, But had they been twice as 
many more, you ſhould not wonder how L 
dare oppoſe them, but rather conſider whether 
what I ay be rational or no, and whether what 
you call my private judgment be nct rather the 
expreſs words of Scripture. But pray procecd 
and tell me what your Church thinks ot Images 
and Saints, for we are ti.1d that you worſhip 
tem, : P. Yes, 
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P. Yes, and that very devoutly and to our great 
advantage by making religious Invocations to them 
whether they be men or avcels. Sandi ſive angeli 
ſve homines, pie atn; ntilter invocantur. 

G-. Now I wondcr too,how you dare do that, 
for I find that when Cornelius would have wor- 
ſhipped S. Peter, the holy Apolile cook him up, 
laying, that he himſelf was a man alſo. And 
that when S. Fob fell at the Angels feet to wor- 
ſhip him, the Angel hindred him, ſaying, See 
thou do it not, I am thy fellow-ſeroant, worſhip God. 
Who told you 'tis more lawful now? Or that 
they are not ſtill of the ſame mind (for belike 
the Worſhip of Latreiz was not offer'd them) 
and how can you call on the Saints for help, 
being, you have not yet put them 1n your Creed ? 
tor S. Paul ſaith, How ſhall they call on him in 
whom they have n2t believed? And more than 
ſo, he gives us warning again& the plaulibility 
of the Doctrin ot worſhipping Angels. Lee 
a0 man beguile you of your reward in a voluntary 
humility and worſhipping of Angels, intruding 
#nto thoſe things which he hath not ſeen , vainly 
puft up by bis fleſhly mind. I take the praCtice 
ot our Church in worſhipping God alone to be 
much ſafer, for we are bid by our Lord Jcſi1s 
Chriſto to do. Thox ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy 
God, and him only ſhalt thou ſerve. It is (aid in 
the Acts, IVhoſoever ſhall call on the name of the 
Lord ſhall be ſaved. Could you produce as much 
tor the Worthipping of Saints, we would do it 
as devoutly as you, But rather to the contrary, 
we find that when the Apoſiles defired Chriti 
to teach them to pray, not only to pray God, 
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but in gencral to pray : he told them, JYhen ye 
pray, ſay, Our Father, &c. there was not a 
ſyllable for the Saints. And S. Paxl, when he 
had ſaid, That Chriſt is our High-Prieſt in heaven, 
infers, let us therefore come boldly wnto the throne 
of grace, that we may obtein mercy. He doth not 
ſay, Let us go to the Saints, that they may ob- 
tcin mercy for us. Nothing is to be found in 
Scripture but what diſcountenanccth the Pra- 
&ice of your Church in Praying to Saints : 
Pray, what reaſons have you for it beſides the 
command of the Pope. 

P. "There may be many, butI can tell you 
of two very ſtrong ones: Firſt, Becauſe they 
know our neceſſities and the very thoughts of our 
hearts, and ſo can hear mr prayers at all times. 
Bellarmin is expres in it : Non veram eft quod 
aſſumitwr Santios ignorare quod ab 1llis petimus 3 
nam ett dubitatio eſſe poſſit, quemadmodnm cogns- 
fernt, & que ſolo cordis affefin interdum proferun- 
tur, tamen certum eſt eos cognoſcere» And (e- 
condly, Becauſe they are our Mediators and inter- 
cede with God for us. Neg; eſt cur timeamus nomen 
mediatoris transfcrre ad Sandos, ficut ad cos tranſ- 
ferimus nomen adyocati & interceſſoris. And ac- 
cordingly it was decreed by the Council of Treat, 
Mandat ſana Synodus omnibus Epiſcopis, E*ce 
omnes fideles inſtruant de SanCorum interceſſione, 
anvocatione, reliquiarum bonore & legitimo imagi- 
num uſu. —- Deceant eos bouum atq, utile eſſe eos 
znvocare, ad corum orationes , opem auxiliumque 
confugere. —- Imagines Chriſti & Sanforum t2 
remplis babendas «iſ, debitum honorem & venera= 
tonem impertiendamn. —— Ord, per imagines 
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quas oſculamnr, & coram quibus caput aperimus, 
Chriſtum &+ Santos adoremus & veneremur. The 
people muſt be taught by the Clergy, to pray to 
Saints, to flee to them for ſucconr and help, and 
alſo for their interceſſion, to honour their ſhrines and 
reliques, to have their images in Churches, and 
give them their due bonour and worſhip by kiſſing. of 
them, and by kneeling and being bare to them. 
 G. Yes, I know you do fo, and burn Can- 
dles, and go on Pilgrimages to them, and offer 
gifts to them, and a great deal more than I can 
think of. But the more ſhame for you, tor were 
your reaſons truc, yct they could not jultihe ſuch 
doings, but rather what we all grant and pra- 
ile, that the Saints ſhould be mentioned with 
honour, that the memory of them ſhould be 
pretious to us, and that we would imitate their 
virtues, and thank God for all the bleflings we 
receive from them. And yet 'tis very impro- 
bable, that they ſhould know the thoughts of 
all men at once, for *tis a thing that belongs 
to God only, and ſcems to contradict theſe

wc ga Scriptures: There is one Mediator between God 
: J onn ** and men, the man Jeſus Chriſt. T am the way, 
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father but by me (not by the Saints) If ye ak any 
thing in my name, that will I do. If ye ach any 
thing in my name, I will do it, (not it ye ask in the 
name of the Saints.) Through him we have ac- 
ceſs by one ſpirit #nto the father : and laſtly, to 
conclude and ſhew that the Practice of out 
Church is well grounded and f(afc. It is ſaid 
Heb. 7.25. He (Chriſt) is able to ſave to the ut- 
moſt thoſe that come unto God by him , ſeeing be 
ever liveth to make interceſſion for them. 

As for your repreſenting God in bodily ſhapes 
and worſhipping the Images of Saints, *cis well 
the Council of Trext is {o cxpreſs for it, for 1 
am ſure the Holy Scripture doth not in the 
leaſt authorize but rather condemn it. Thou 
ſhalt not make to thy ſelf any graven image nor the 
likentſs of any thing that is in heaven above, &c. 
and in another place, Take ye good heed unto your 
ſelves for you ſuw no manner of ſumilitude when the 
Lord ſpake to you in Horeb, —- leſt ye corrupt your 
ſelves and make you 8 gra: en image, the ſimilitude 
of any figure, &c. And that Images ſhould not 
be worthipped in any wife, what can be more 
expreſs than the {ccond Commandment ? Thor 
ſhalt not bow d»wn thy ſelf to them nor ſerve them. 
And now who will wonder that you bclieve 
Doctrins not contcin'd in Scripture, when ye 
teach and command what is ſo dixeQtly againſt it. 

P. You farhie that we tranſyrcſs the Com- 
mandments, but we fay that we can fulhl them 
all, and that ſome do lo, and imore than is com- 
imanded too, There are thoſe among ſt us who are 
jo far from committing any ſin, that they can do 
more than i required of them by God, Poteſt homo

natics, that they are perte&g and without fin: 
yet I contcls, you do not (ible your people to 
tanſie ſo, that privilege is granted only to ſome 
choice ones and that long after they are dead, 
and therein you a& with much diſcretion, as 
Stapleton ſaith, Summa cum ratione introdutium 
fuit ut Canonizatio per ſolum ſummugn Pontificem 
fiat.

But to do you 
right you do not abſolutely deny, that Chriſt 
hath alſo yielded a ſatisfaction tor the tempo- 
ral pain, only you will not have hint to give 1t 
gratis, the Pope mult fell it; and you will not 
have it to by lufficient of it{clt, but your own 
agd the S<inats muſt be addcd to it. Whereas 
it 13 Written, That there is 110. ſalvation in any 
other, and that be vore our gri-fs and carricd our 
ſorrows, that he was wounded for our tranſgreſſions 
and bruiſed for our iniquitics, aud that God laid 
on bim the iniquity of us all. Nothing lixe that 
i5 laid of any man, but ot them all ic is written, 
That every one ſhall bear bis own burtben, and 
that we ſhall appear before the judgment-ſcat of 
Chriſt, that every one may receive accrding to wh.t 
be hath done, not according to what S. Francis 
hath ſuffered for him. But pray tell us ſome 
more of the care of your Church tor her neccih- 
tous Children, 

P. Why, it by their carel:{ne{s or poverty 
they have not bought as many Pardons and In- 
dulgences as would fatistie tor the remaining 
temporal pains, which the merits ard bloud of 
Chriſt did not take away, there is provided 
for them a place of Torments called Purgatory, 
where they are to ſuffer until they have given 
full fatisfaRtion, or ſome of their triends have 
procur'd - them a Relcaſe by Maſlcs or Indul-

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pences or ſome other way, and after that they 

are received into heaven. Thoſe pains of Purga- 

tory are moſt intolerable and far greater than any 

uþon earth: this Reaſon and Revelations and the 
Bellar. de Fathers have aftur'd ns of.

1.*. atrociſſimas & cum illis nullas penas bnjus vite 
ted. comparandas, docent patres, probant revelationes

that there remains no temporal pains whereby be 
muſt ſatisfie the divine juſtice cither in ths world 
or in Purgatory; Bellarmin and the Corncil of 
Trent condemn him to burn for ever in Hell.

knows how long, And if that ſhould fail, 
their ſurviving triends it may chance will have 
ſome pity upon their ſouls, and buy for them 
all thoſe aſliſtances the Church can afford , to 
help them out of their miſeries3 and fo dead 
or alive, th y arc like to pay tor that care your 
Church takes for their well-being, 

But I wonder that your Clergy , who have 
power by their Maſſes and Indulgences to delt- 
ver Souls out of Purgatory as faſt as they plcale, 
ſhould be ſo hard-heartcd as to let them lie 
there , exccpt they or their tricnds have paid 
for their deliverance; And I wonder as much 
at your Peoples folly ,, that they don't make a 
ſufficient. proviſion of Indulgences while they 
live, for to carry their Souls ſtraightway to 
Heaven 3 being they could get more than 
enough by ſaying ſome Prayers, or viſiting cer- 
tain Shrincs and Churches which have an extra- 
ordinary faculty that way. 

But what if the Scripture ſaith , That the 
Souls of the Faithful when they depart out of 
this life do not go into a place of Torments ? 
muſt we needs be damn'd if we believeit before 


the Pope ? In the Revclations , Bleſſed are they Rev. 4.

F can't but commend the modelty of your 
Clergy , that they have not inſerted their new- 
deviſed DoEtines in the holy Scripture , but 
rather hid the Scripture from the Fcople : buy 
I do hugely uſped their honeſty to perſwade 
men to relie upon ſuch imaginary things as In- 
dulgences and Purgatory, when the belt argu- 
ment to prove that they can in any wile benefit | 
the Pepple, is that they bring great profit to the 
Church. 

P. Yes, Iknow you would fain bring con- 
tempt upon our Clergy : I ſuppoſe you envy 
their mighty Power, in that they can do more 
than all Men and Angels befides.

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Bridegroom in ſtead of a Wife hath got none 
but a Concubine. In the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper, he may chance to make the peo- 
ple worſhip nothing but a Wafer, it he doth not 
mtentionally conſecrate. And who knows but 
that intention might be wanting'in the .Ordina- 
tionof a Prieſt, of the Pope himſelf, or of ſome 
of their Predeceſſors ? and then how great are 
the miſchiefs that follow thereupon ? Are not 
thoſe very pious Doctrines ? and don't they 
well deſerve the Councils curſe -that will not 
believe them ? Your Clergy-mens Power is 
indeed much to be admired , that they can get 
credit to ſuch ſtuff as this, and impoſe fo groſly 
upon the people. 

P. No wonder if you are injurious to our 
Miniſters, when you are ſo to the Sacraments 
themſelves 3 making them to be but ligns to put 
us in mind of what they fignifie. We differ as 
much from you in this, as in the precedent Ar- 
ticle: for we are taught by the holy Council, 
That Sacraments confer Grace to the Receivers, 
opere operato, by their own immediate vertne and 
efficacy. As the fire burns by its ſelf, (faith Bel- 
larmine) not by the dryneſs of the wood, ſo the 
Sacraments give Grace by their own ſelves without 
any diſpoſition or qualification be required of the Re- 
cezver, and not as Heretickhs ſay by exciting faith, 
&c. Catholici probant Sacramentorum efficaciam 
non pendere ab ulla qualitate ſuſcipientis. ---- Nam 
nt ignis urit , &c.

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G. By Mr. Bellarmine's good leave, we dero- 
gate nothing from the Ordination or the Mini- 
{trations of Clergy-men , much leſs from the 
two Sacraments which Chriſt inſtituted z they 
all really give and exhibit what they fignihe : 
by them God conveys his Grace really and effe- 
Qtually, at all times , and toall Receivers now 
ponentibus obicem , that do not hinder their eth- 
cacy by their indiſpoſition and perverſeneſs. But 
*tis very ſtrange that you make ſpiritual Graces 
to be inherent in things materia], as if they were 
their natural properties; and make thoſe Elec. 
ments to work upon our ſouls by themſelves 
more powertully , than that very matter that is 
perſonally united to them. And *tis. likely to 
prove a great hindrance to Devotion and Holi- 
neſs, to tell the people , that whatſoever their 
preparations or the condition of their Souls be, 
they ſhall certainly receive the Grace offered in 
the Sacraments : ſo that if a dying wicked man 
can but make the Prieſt to believe that he hath 
attrition or contrition enough to be in a capa- 
city of having the Sacrament adminiftred to 
him, then the Abſolution and Extream UnGti- 
on will conjure him up to Heaven by their ab- 
{truſe and powerful vertue : And then who 
would be at the trouble of living (oberly, righ- 
tcouſly , and godly , as the Golpcl requires. 
when one may be ſaved without it ? I might 
bring Scriptures againlt this opinion , but it 
confutes it ſelf; and I believe the Owners of ic 
will rather miſrepreſent, than defend it. But 
{ure the Fathers of Trext were got in an ul] 
mood , when they did curſe thoſe. that would

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not believe, that under the Goſpel there 1s ſeven - 


Sacraments inftituted by Chriſt, as they did in 
the Canons of their ſeventh Scſhon : tor one

P. Car't you take it upon their credit ? and |

P. Truly I confeſs that in cold bloud I ſhould | 


be unwilling to uſe ſuch ſeveritics againſt any 
body 3 and tor my own ſelf, I would not perle- 
cute any man upon the account of Religion, 
But yet I cannot condemn the practice of our 
Church in this ; tor the Pope, out of the plent- 


tude | 
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tude of that power he hath over all the Chriſtian 
World , may well diſpoſe of the life of an He- 
retick that will not be reclaimd : for he hath 
power to diſpoſe , for the good of Souls, and 
the advancement of the Catholick Faith, of the 
Kingdoms , and the very Lives of all Princes, 
if the aforeſaid exigencies require it. Cardi- 
nal Stapleton after having diſputed againſt thoſe 
who granted too large a power to the Biſhop of 
Rome, aſſerts this as the moſt moderate Opinion 
of the DoGtors of the Charch : That in caſe of 
mortal fin, eſpecially Herefie, when "tus likely to be 
prejudiciable to the Church , the Roman Pontiiff 
a being Supreme Paſtor of it, may for its preſerva- 
tion puniſh any Princes whatſoever, and if it ſhould 
be requifite, deprive them of their Kingdoms, either 
by means of the Parliament, or Peers a#d Commons : 
or 31 caſe of neceſſity, (that #) if it can't be efſe- 
fied that way , he may do it immediately by him- 
Jelf, by bis own Authority , by giving bis Kingdom 
to another Prince, or to any the firſt Catholick, Con- 
queror. For ſo ( he faith ) Pop? Stephen tranſ- 
ferr'd the Empire from the Gretks to the Germans, 
and Pope Innocent the Fourth took, the Government 
of the Kingdom from the King of Portugal, and 
gave it to bis Brother.

But ſure in this he is none of 
Chriſts Vicar > the meck and humble FESUS 
would not fo much as divide the Inheritance 
betwixt two Brethren , much leſs diſpole of 
whole Kingdoms : he paid tribute to Ceſar, 
and acknowledged his Authority to be trom 
above 3 and we read no where that ever he gave 
any ({uch power to his Apoſtles, or their Succeſ- 
ſors, as the Pope pretends to.

P. I ſee we ſhall never agree as to particulars; | 


as long as you believe to have the Scripture on | 


your fide, you'll never yield to the Authority 
of our Church , which you dor't think to be 
infallible.

Chriſtianity and the true Church by. Burt let 
me tell you , that we have no hopes of you as 
you are Papilts. Thoſe Articles wherein you 
differ from us, ſhall greatly indanger , but in 
no wiſe advance your Salvation. What makes 
us admit of a poſlibility of your --. ſfav'd, is, 
becauſe you hold ftjll the ſame Crecd with us, 
and becauſe though you have much ſhaken and 
weakned, yet ye have not quite overthrown the 
Foundation 3 that is , Jeſus Chrilt and his (a- 
ving merits, which we hope will avail to thoſe 


of your Church that truſt in them , though | 
they ignorantly believe thoſe things as would | 
| make them ineffeQual if underſtood or relied |

As for your ſo much cryed up Succeſſion, it 


Fenifies no more than this, that now the Pope 
is Biſhop of the fame Town as St. Peter was, 
or at leaſt a Town of the ſame name : for old 


Rome hath been deſtroyed long agone. But 


pray , ſuppoling that St. Peters Succeſſors were 
to be the Heads of the Church , who told you 
that he did not leave that priviledge at Antioch 
where his Sea was firft ? * How many Ruptures 


and Schiſms hath there been in your Succeſſi- | 
on ? and how many hath there been of your | 


Popes guilty of the greateſt Impieties and worſt 
of Herefies? Your own Authors can inform 


you 3 asSalſo , how good and bad , Orthodox 


and Heretick Biſhops have ſucceeded one ano- 
ther in all Seas. But make the beſt of it as 
you can, what IS it to the truth or untruth of 


thoſe 
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thoſe points we differ about ? Becauſe now 

fits in the ſame Chair as 
St. Peter did , therefore there is a Purgatory, 
and men ought to Worſhip Images, and the: 
Pope is infallible , &e. A very Logical Infe- 
rence ! as good as that of the man who becauſe 
he ſate in Twlies Pew , would needs perſwade 
himſelf and others that he had Twlles Elo- 
quence. 

But there is Miracles daily wrought in your 
Church by ſome Saint or other, "Apyaixe 
AQ ! This is ſomething indeed ! but *tis 
common to all Religions. Monhieur Bernier, a 
man of your Church , will tell you as an eye- 
witnels of it, that the Turks and Gentiles pre- 
tend ta the ſame, and are more perſwaded of 
the truth of their Miracles, than (1 believe ) 
many in your Church axe of the truth of yours. 
But let me tell you, that Miracles are for Ini. 
dels, not for Believers. St. Pax could not 
heal Trophimws , to him a beloved Chriſtian, 
though among the Unbelievers he could even 
raiſe up the dry - We believe the Religion 
Preached by the bleſſed Apoſtles upon the ac- 
count of thoſe Miracles they wrought when 
they werg' yet alive 3 without their Reliques 
and Images work the ſame wonders, now, we 
are perſwaded of the truth of what they then 
delivered. * And the truth is , you are ſo your 
ſelves. You dowt pretend your new Miracles 
to confirm thoſe Efſential DoQrines of the 
Chriftian Religion which you and we are a- 
greed about : Your greateſt Miracle-mongers 
lave hardly reported any one Miracle —_ 
+. « © kx OY Re + thele 
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theſe five or fix hundred years in theſe parts 
of the World, to authorize Chriſtian Religion, 
or to prove the Dodtrine of the bleſſed Trini- 
ty, or of the two Natures united in Chriſt in- 
to one perſon, ( about which points were moſt 
of the ancient Hereſies ) or any one Article of 
the Creed , they are all to conhxm your new- 
found Do&rines : The Cures as the Saints 
work upon thoſe that worſhip their Images, 
the appearing of dead Folks to beg for Maſſes 
and Prayers , the return of Souls out of Purga- 
tory to tell how hot the fixe is , and how well 
worth ones money Indulgences are , the won- 
ders done by your Fryars , or the Founders of 


their Orders, or of ſome one who is to be Cano. | 
nized, and moſt of them fo ridiculous and fo | 


abſurd, that I believe the moſt ſerious Bigot 
you can hardly hold laughing at the 
reading of your Legends 'and Books of Mira- 
cles And fo of thoſe three things you ſo much 
relied on, the firſt is againſt you, the ſecond ſig- 
nifies nothing , and the laſt expoſeth to con- 
tempt thoſe DoEtrines it ſhould juſtihe. 
P, Well , I did not think that you could fay 
ſo much for your (elves; and I affure you , I 
ſhall hereafter have a better opinion of you than 
ever I had : thus much at Jeaii ſhall I be pro- 
fited by Our long Diſcourſe 3 and now Sir, fare 
you well, I thank 
G. Nay, don't thank me, *tis I ſhould thank 
you , for telling me ſo plainly thoſe Dodtrines 
of your Church we diſagree about , and which 
uſually you ſo miſrepreſent to thoſe of our Re- 


ligton, that they hardly ever know the truth of 
what 
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what your Church believes. But pray dan't go 
away yet, I'll help you to that company as you 
will like much better than mine ; I'll cell you 
whoſe *tis, when firſt I have defired theſe two 
things of you: Firſt, that you would conſider, 
how greatly (ſuſpicious it is that your Church 
maintains thoſe Do@rines we call Errours, 
more for theix profitableneſs to her than for any 
other reaſons, becauſe they all tend to the in- 
crealing of her Riches or Authority. The Papes 
Infallibility, and his Power of diſpoſing of all 
the World for the good of Souls, the exempci- 
on of the Clergy from the power of the Civil 
Magiſtrate, the requiliteneſs of their intention 
in the adminiftring of your Sacraments 3 how 
powerful, how honourable , and withal how 
dreadful muſt the belief of theſe make your 
Church and Church-men : The Dodrine of 
Purgatory, of Jubilees, Pardons, Indulgences, 
and worſhipping, of Saints, ( the beſt part 
whereof is the offering to them) what Eſtates, 
what Riches, what a world of profit doth it 
bring to the Head, aud all the Members of your 
Clergy ? In thoſe pointes of Chriſtian Religion 
that concern not hex Intercſ , your Church is 
ſound and Orthodox , thoſe beggerly Herelies 
ot the Aviags, Exticbian, Maccdeyiaus, &c- are 
condemned and deteſted by her as much as ever 
they were by the firſt Councils: yours are Gol- 
den Errours, if they are grols and palpable, yet 
they are profitable and advantageous. . The 
Pope is none of thoſe mean Souls that will hold 
erroneous Opinions meerly out of perverlenels 
and obſtinacy ; $i Fus violandum, '&c, = Ie 
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ligio eduheranda,regnandi cauſa: if he errs,at leaft 
he ſhall reign by it. And ſo now reciprocally, 
the Popes Greatneſs is the beſt argument to 
maintain thoſe Errours whereby he got it, the 
ſplendor of his own, and the intereſt he hath 
-in the Courts of ſeveral Princes, the dependency 
all the Clergy hath upon him, the numerous Le- 
ions of Souldiers he hath quartered in all Ab- 
beys and Monaſteries , and the influence they 
have upon the common people, his Inquitlitions, 
and his Ravillacks , theſe be the beft proofs to 
evidence the truth of thoſe DoCtrines we have 


rejected ,, as well as to uphold his Pontifical | 


Chair over the Throne of Chriſtian Princes. 


The other is, that, remaining in the Com: | 


munion of your Church, you would think thoſe 
the moſt ſubſtantial Articles of your Faith which 
were delivered by the Apoſtles, confirm'd by 
the firſt Councils, and now believ*d by you and 
us together 3 and that upon them you would 
lay the greateſt ſtreſs of your future well-being, 
You cannot but ſee by what I have objected out 
of Gods Word againſt many of your Dodrines, 
and by what many learned men have written out 
of the beſt Records of Antiquity, (if you durſt 
read them) that thoſe things in debate betwixt 
us are at the beſt but doubttul 3 therefore *ewill 
be more ſure to relie chiefly on what is belicv'd 
of both parties, our common Symbol or Chri-

That the 
Scripture is the Word of God, and therefore 
infallible; That God is the only ObjeR of our 
Religious Adoration 3 That Jeſus Chriſt is in 
Heaven, and there to be worſhipped 3 That his 
Blood doth cleanſe us from all fin z That he 
intercedes for us; and, That he will render to 
every man according to his works 3 the Scri- 
pture is plain in all this , and you believe it as 


well as we : therefore *tis much more certain 


and to be relicd on, than the Popes Infallibility, 
the worſhipping Images , with the worſhip of 
Douleia as you (peak, the belief of Tranſubſtan- 
tiation, the DoQrine of Purgatory, the relyin 
on the Merits, Satisfa&tions and Interceſlions ke 
the Saints, and the Pardons and Indulgences of 
the Church-treafure. Propter incertitud; 


benignitate reponere. Becauſe of the uncertainty of 
our own righteouſneſs , and the danger of ſelf-con- 
ceitedneſs, 14 is ſafeſt of all to pnt our whole truſt 
in the mercy of God.

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Sermon in your Conventicles pierceth the very 
ſoul, and makes the people figh and groan, and 
take on moſt pititully : the powerfulneſs of 
Preaching indangers the very heart-(trings! 
And fo current *tis amongſt you that your 
Preaching is the Word of God, that *ris call'd 
by the name of The Goſpel,and to hear it is made 
a Mark of Ele&tion. So Mr. Jeremiab Burroughs 
told the Parliament : When I confider this place 
[ Weſtminſter, ] the extraordinary hand of God in

Power, thoſe thaughts preſently ariſe, there is hope 
that there are many ſouls here belonging to Gods 
Ele@ion 3 ſurely many will come in and imbrace the 
Goſpel here.

undervalue Scripture that we may heed the 
more the Decrees of our Pope 3 and you, that 
you may the better attend to the dictates of cve- 
3y one of your Sermonizers.

Now, I ſay, it matters not whether it be Eng- 
liſh or Latine, as long as the people doth not 
underſtand , both will keep them equally igno- 
rant. I note only theſe two differences, be- 
cauſe they make for us ; Firſt, that our Prictts 
underſtand their Latine , whereas your Rabbies 
themſelves cannot make ſenſe of many of their 
Engliſh Myſteries, And ſecondly, that if our 
people are ignorant , at leaſt they are conſcious

Had not that man great skill in Prophecics, that 
could tell that Egypt and Edom meant the Kings 
Party ? So much for that. 

Now ?cis co be conhidered , that we call Scri- 
pture a Waxcn Noſe, and fo don't you : Well! 
But what matters it for calling, it you make it 
ſo de faflo ? Shall we wrangle about names, 
when we arc agreed in the thing? I dare lay 
my Nole againſt yours there was never 
a Waxen Noe lo. diltorted and contorted as 
Scripture was by you : Icould produce ſo ma- 
ny proofs of it , that I am ſure you would be 
weary, it not convinc'd betore I had done: but 
for your ſatisfaction here's a few of them. Thar 
place in Daniel, Iz the days of thoſe Kings ſhall the 
God of Heaven ſet up a Kingdom which ſhall nc- 
ver be deſtroyed , &c. and that of St. Matthers, 
TI ſay unto thee, Thou art Petcr , and upon, &c. 
Thelc places were brought to prove , that the 
Presbyterians ſhould overcome all their Ene- 
mies, in a Sermon called, The Saints Support in 
theſe ſad times : Let ſecret Enemies ſcek ts pro- 
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long, let open Enemies plot , prepare , and watch, 
God will diſcover the one, diſappoint the other, and 
deſtroy them all, Dan.2.44+ Mat. 16.18. And 
Pag. 19. Saiftts, cheer up your hearts , ply God 
with your prayers, you ſhall prevail, bleſſed be God 
your Enemies hav? been on the decaying loſing band 
a pretty while z they have in Scotland, that you 
know, they have loſt in England, that you know,and 
they ſhall loſe and loſe till they have loſt all : as much 
as I have ſaid you ſhall find in the Revelations, 
in the 17 Chapter 3 you have a large deſcription of 
the Whore, and all ber Glory z and Chapter 18. and 
the ſecond Verſe, there is ber deſtruion. Was not 
that as pat as cculd be to prove what he intend- 
ed ? So Mr. Calamy in a Sermon before the 
Houſe of Commons , ſpeaking of thoſe that 
would take Arms againſt the Parltament, rather 
than the Government and Worſhip they had li- 
ved under ſhould be deſtroyed, tells them, My 
Text corfutes this, The times of this ignorance God 
winked at , but now commands all men every where 
to repert, ACt. 17.30. Former times were timcs 
of ignorance, and times wherein mens Conſciences 
were oppreſt : but now the times are times of Re- 
formation , God bath given greater liberty , and 
hath ſent a greater light in the Kingdom, and now 
God commands all men every where to repent : that 
15, 25 you. (ee, to deſtroy that Worſhip and Go- 
vernment they lived under. 

And in the forementioned Sermon of J/illiam 
Beech, pag. 9+ the 136 Plalm is applicd to thoſe 
Fncounters wherein they had worſted the Kings 
Forces: O gize thanks whto the Lord, for be # 
Yrrious , «nd bis mercy end:rrcth for ever : who 

remem- 
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remembred us at Knasby , for bis mercy endureth 
for ever : mho remembred us in Pembrock-ſhire, 
for his mercy, &c. who remembred us at Leicelter, 
for his mercy, & C. who remembred us at Taunton, 
for bis mercy , &c. who remembred ue at Briſtol, 
for bis mercy, &c. but this by the way. I could 
cell you allo how you uſed Scripture to coun- 
tenance your cruelty againſt the Loyal Party, 
but you ſhall hcar of it another time ; this 15 
enough at preſent to ſhew how you have rack'd 
and abus'd it to make it countenance your 
wicked tollics. Wc call Scripivre a Waxcn 
Noſe, and you nike it ſo; (I ſuppoſe out of 
. kindneſs tous, to make good what we ſay) our 
Church interprets the DoGtrinal part of Scrip- 
ture, and every one of you not ouly that, but 
even the hardeſt Prophccies of it. 

Pr. Well, but as much Popes as you can 
make us, we don't deny but that we are ſubjcct 
to Kings and Princes, as not only your Pope, 
but even your meanelt Clergy doth : we don't 
{ay that we can ablolve Subjccts from their Oath 
of Allegiance : we don't pretend to have the 
right ot diſpoling, of the Good of all Chiitti- 
ans, and even of all the Kingdows in the World 
in order to the good of ſouls, as yuur great Bi- 
ſhop doth ? 

Pa. Why ? Do you think when the Pope 
was as yct weak and itruggling tor that Power 
he hath now got into his hands, that he own'd 
any ſuch DoRrines ? No, Fll warrant him : 
And to my thinking you have ſhewn more cou- 
rage than ever he did, tor you have afſum'd that 
high Authority you ſpeak. of , even when you 
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were not altogether able to maintain it by force, 
though you ventured very fair for it : but there 
are three or four things in what you faid that 

muſt not be confounded. And hilt, 
That not cnly your Miniſters, but even your 
People alſo are not ſubject to the Laws of the 
Civil Magiſtrate , exccpt they approve of them, 
(which is as much ag not at all;will too maniteſt- 
ly appear by thoſe famous, or rather intamous 
The falſ- Books of Ratherford and Prynne, Lex Rey and 
hood of The Sovereignty of Parliament. Morcover, we 
M.Pr9nns haveit in plain terms, That the general Aſſembly

&c. 1{ai. 32. 17- as much as to ſay, Inthronize 
a Pope in every Pariſh, and all will be well. 
But ſecondly, you are fo far from being ſub- 
zect to the Laws of Princes, that you will have 
them to be ſubject to yours. This was one of 
the Propoſitions preſented to the Aﬀembly at 
Ar,8., Edinburgh, 1647. None that #s within the Chnrch 
ought to be without the reach of the Church Laws, 
and excepted from Eccleſiaſtical cenſures , but Dif- 
cipline 1s to be exerciſed on all the membcrs of the 
Church, without reſpec or conſideration of thoſe ag- 
bering qualities which uſe to commend a man to 
other men : All the Power the Pope claims over 
ſecular Princes, is inchided in this one Article. 
When once the Kirk' hath decreed OY 
$ hy ET. thing 
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thing is Antichriſtian, and muſt down, or that 
ſome new device is according to the Patter;r in the 
Moxnt , and therefore muſt be eſtabliſht, if the 
Magiſtrate dares to oppoſe it , then cries the 
petty Pope, Help ye the Lord againſt the Migh- 
ty, as S» Marſhall in a Sermon : Crrſe ye Me- $. Marſhal 
roz for not helping the Lord againſt the Mighty. \54'- 
Some Politicians (faith he, pag. 2. ) look which 
fide ſhall prevail , and ſtand Newter : but as Gi- 
deon ſaid to the men of Succoth , when they re- 
fuſed to give bread to the people, Judg. 8.9. — -- 
then will 1 tear your fleſh with tbe thorns of the 
wilderneſs : ſo I ſay to ſuch , if the Lord 
prevail, be will do them. ———— Is #& ſo in- 
deed , that they are curſed that belp not the Lord 
againſt the Mighty ? Then, Brethren, as you d: ſire 
to be freed from this curſe, and to obtain a bl:ſſing, 
be exhorted to put forth your hand now to the belÞ of 
the Lord. I pray look on me as one that comes 
among you this day to beat a Prum in yer exrs to 
ſee who will come ont to follow the Lamb. Hcoic 
was a Preſs-Malter tor the Synod ! 

Now here what Th. Goodwin aid to the Par- Tho.Goot. 
liament, how that the Saints, (4. e. the Aﬀſcm- 1545: 
bly and their Adherents ) mult not be croſt in 
their humour, under pain of utter ruine z after 
a long canting to ſhew that the greateſt and biyheſt 
Intereſt of Kings and Kingdoms on which their 
welfare or their ruine dzpends, ras the dealing well 
or all with tbe Saints , he gives theſe reaſons tor 
It : I. Their nearneſ; and dearneſs to God. 2. The p.-. 
intereſt of the Saints in God the Governour, and the 
priviledges which they themſelves have vouchſifed p 12. 
them by God in ruling and governing this World,

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and Providences of God therein. And,*3: the in- 
tereſt of Feſus Chriſt himſelf,---- whoſe deſign and 
pradtiſe 1s and bath been to break, all' Kingdoms that 
do oppoſe him, and oppreſs bis Saints. Here's 
the Dickins and all (1 think) for Papal Power: 
But you muſt underſtand that all this was pro- 
ved out of his Text, Pſal.105.14+ He ſuffered ny 
nan to do them wrong ; yea, he reproved Kings for 
their ſakes. 

Now. Sir, that your moſt Godly Party would 
make a pretty good title to the Goods of the 
wicked, if they were in power, Th. Palmer en- 
deavour'd to clear, when in the 15 and 16 pag, 
of his Sermon he made it his buſineſs to prove, 
that wicked men who are aut of Chriſt, ( 1. e. out 
of their tavour) have no proper right to the Crea- 
tires , neither to the Sacraments and Ordinances, 
or to thoſe Creatures that ſuftain life : And then 
(faith he, pag. 17-) when the Riches, and Hononrs, 
and Liberty given to the Saints, and Geſpel-times 
ſo long promiſed ſhall come , then the wicked miſc- 
ries of the wicked begin , then ſhall their time of 
ſorrow and ſadneſs come in : whereby he inti- 
mates, that ſhould once the Saints come to reign, 
the Wicked would go near to be dealt with as 
Uſurpers of what they poſſeſs, as indeed many 
of them were when the Saints had power to 
plunder and ſequeſter. 

As for your abſvlving from Oaths, I had ra- 
ther charyably believe that you can do that too,

his hand, and left him only his Scepter to coun- 
tenance you. This 13 called Proteſtatio contraris 
fafto, when a man. cuts anothers purſe, and 
{wears that he doth him no wrong : but whe- 
ther you cut or untied the knot whereby you 
were bound to a& otherwile than you did , 1 
leave it to your choice. 

Pr. By and by I ſhall ſhew that your Ci- 
tations lignihe nothing : but ſuppoſing they did, 
yet that cannot prove what you intend them tor. 
becauſe the Quarrel betwixt the King and the 
Parliament, and the War that enſued thercon. 
was upon a Civil account: and if the people 
were in the wrong, it, was the Lawyers that 
miſ-Jed them, and not we. But how many 
Holy WWirs hath the Pope raiſcd againſt Kings 
and Emperours, meerly to eſtabliſh or main- 
tain that ſupreme Authority he claims over 
them ? This alone doth overthrow all you have 
{aid of our Papal Power.

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to Moſes eoncerning the Midianites, Vex theſe Mi- 
dianites and ſite them , for they vex you with their 
wiles , Numb. 25. 17, and 18. Behold how 
the Godly ſanGihed their eruelty with picces of 
Scriptures, and thereby prelt it as a mot indiſ- 
penſable duty ! Mr. Foſeph Boden alſo m his 
torecited Sexmon , pag- 16. and 18. eXhorts 
the Committee to do the utmoſt as they could 
againſt the Malignants. God arms them (faith 
he) with ſtrength againſt his people, becauſe bere- 
tofore and now alſo they bave and do find too much 
favonr at our hands. 1 am confident the next time 
the Devil gets into the Pulpit he'll preach as 
good Divinity upon this ſubject as this man, 
and many of his Brethren did, It was (o effen- 
tial a part of your Godlineſs, and ſuch an acce- 
ptable picce of (crvice to Chrift , to ſhew no 
mercy to the Malignants, that it was the praiſe

been impartially alive in puniſhing Malignants 
againſt the cauſe of Chyiſt , and therein another 
Moſes. And indeed who would have ſhewed 
any love to thoſe ugly Cavaliers, who were 
Gods Enemies ? Remember ( faith Mr. Leech 
before he exhorted thoſe that were on Gods

and Gods Enemics mult be our Enemies. Therc- 
fore it was (1 ſuppoſe ) that your minds werc 
lo imbittered againſt the Malignants , that you 
breathed cruclty againlt them in your very 
Prayers. Mr. Teſdale one of your holy Synod 


exhorting the Houſe of Commons to pray for:

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the peace of Jeruſalem , which was the words 
of his Text, out of Pſal. 122. 6. Tſraet (faith 
he) and Amalck join Battel daily: ſhould not 
therefore Molcs hands be lift up in prayer, and 
Aaron and Hur belp to ſuſtain them, until the Lord 
hath avenged us of our Enemies , of pray for the 
peace of Jeruſalem ? But for a concluſion, hear 
what Mr. F. J. Batchelor in Divinity, preacht 
upon a Thank(ſgiving-day for your Victory at 


ſperately wicked, whom Satan hath principled to 
| make haſte for Hell : there is no deſign ſo deſperate as 
ſome of them will not attempt, though uſually they 
be bullettcd and ſent out of this life for it, and ſent 
to meet with ſuch Matches as will keep fire for ever. 
It ſeems their ſouls found no more mercy at 
your hands than thcir bodics did, you ſent them 
ftraight to Hell. Whence by the way it is ob- 
ſervable , that your Power reacheth downwaxd 
further than the Popes 3 for his as yet goeth 
that way no further than Purgatory. But what 
a pity 'tis that you were not of the Church ot 
Rome ? VVhat brave Champions ſhould we have 
had? And what a loſs is it that ſuch fervext Zeal 
was ſpent upon a wrong Cauſe? But how- 
ever, right or wrong, it appears that you made 
the people believe that cruelty to your Encmies 
was an excellent picce of Religion , and moſt 
acceptable to God : and {o, dear Sir, iu this 
we may alſo ſhake hands.

Yeaverily, 
it was ſo meritorious a thing to advance the 
intereſt of the holy Covenanteers , that that was 
call'd to help the Lord , and people were to do 
the utmoſt for it, and then an hundred-fold 
here, and eternal life belides was the leaft as 
they could have for a recompence, Mr. Bond 


after a long Exhortation to pull down Antichrift, $oh.Boxd, 
and to do for the Lord, in the cloſe of all faith, 1644.

miſer, Mat. 19- 29. Every one that bath forſaken 
Houſes or Brethren, &c. and Mar. 8. 35. Whoſo- 
ever ſhall loſe his life for my ſake and tbe Goſpels, 
the ſame ſhall find it. O that they were written 
over the doors of the Houſes of Parliament ! If theſe 
places do deceive an aftive Believer at laſt , then let 
it be written upon my Grave, Here lieth that Mini- 
fter that was miſtaken in his God and Goſpel. Was 
not the ating for the Cauſe highly meritorious, 
when the greateſt of rewards were to be got by 
it? Wherein then licth the difference? Only 
in this, That among you *tis rebelling againſt 
the King and the Church, but with us *tis good 
works only that merit. 

Pr. Well, but them good works conlift for 
the moſt part in being kind to the Fryars, thoſe 
good ſouls who have vowed forfooth to follow 
the counſels of perteion , poverty, chaſtity, 
and blind obedience, and yet preach themſelves 
more than Jeſus Chriſt z and in begging about, 
make people believe that the beſt ſervice they 
can do to God, is to dothem good: whereas 
you (ce by your own Citations, that what our 


Miniſters did, was out of Zeal for Gods Caule, 
to

to advance his Honour, and not their own 
Profit. 

Pa. Yea, that was a picce of deceit and craf- 
tineſs , whereby they out did the Fryars them- 
ſelves, to call their own, Gods intereſt, to give 
ſpecious names to their own devices, as 1t God 
and Religion had been much concern'd in the 
eſtabliſhing of them, and to make the world 
believe , that to pull down the Church was to 
pull down Antichrijt , and to ſet them up, was 
to (et up Chriſt in bis Throne ; yet terminis termi- 
eatibus, they would [pcak it out too , that they 
and their followers were to be uſed kindly, and 
that it was the duty and intereſt of the whole 
Nation to do good to the Saints, and to make 
as much of them as they could. I confeſs you 
never oblig'd your ſclvcs to obey the Evange- 
lick counſels, but you went as near to it as any 
bad Copy can reſemble a good Original : tor 
you vow'd to ſpend your Lives and Eſtates upon 
the work in hand, that was poverty to the 
height. You vow'd to reform the Church ac- 
cording to the pattern of the beſt reformed Churches, 
zo extirpate Superſtition and Hereſie, and to preſerve 
the Rights and Priviledges of the Parliament, and 
the Liberties of the Kingdoms. All which Iam 
fure was blind obedience, for not one of an hun- . 
dred as took the Covenant underſtood what 
theſe things meant , and were therctore to fol- 
low you blindfold. And if in ficad of conti- 
nency you'll give me leave to put obltinacy, we 
have found the three Monachal vows in the Co- 
venant: for you {wore never to ſuffer your ſelves 
direftly or indirefily, by whatſoever combination, 

por» 
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perſwaſion or terrour , to be divided or withdrawn 

from your bleſſed Union or Conjun@ion, (as you 

calld it) but zealowſly and conſtantly to continne 

therein all the days of your lives againſt all oppo- 

ſition whatſoever. And accordingly that renown- 

ed Champion of yours who died a Martyr for ' 

the Covenant, (aid on the Scaffold, Tdid oppoſe Nr. Loves 
in my place aid calling the Forces of the late King, Cale, 
and were be alive again, and ſhould I live longer, \*5'.Þ-*! 
the Canſe being, as then it was , I ſhould oppoſe him 

longer. The good man wou!d rather venture 
Damnation , than break the Covenant by re- 


_ penting of his Rebellion againſt his Sovercign, 


ſo binding was that Holy League which oblig'd 
him fo be thus oltinate. 
But perhaps you won t believe what I have 
ſaid, that you made rhe people believe it was a 
moſt rneritorious thing to be kind to you, and 
that you preacht your icIves as much as ever the 
Fryars did : if not, at leaſt bclieve thefe preci- 
ous men. Mr. Dary having oblerv*d out of his 
Text, Tſai.52-11. that God hath veſſels belonging 
to bim, tells the Houſe of Commons, God bath Dury,>.4 
intruſted ſome with thoſe his Veſſels , and charged 
them with tbe care of them, to look to them, to bear 
them up, &c. and then having extol'd the Co- 
venant vp to the Skics, he ſaith, pag. 24. This 
u a ner thing in the Chriſtian Church , there is a 
ſpecial engagement lying pon 1s all more than upon 
ather men to bear every one our own weſſels,to bear the 
veſſels of each other, and to bear jointly the Church 
and Cauſe of God in our bearts hands and ſhomlders. 
I all the IVorld there is not a Maziſtracy I eminent- 
ly entruſted with ſuch a cþ.wae or er a people ſo my 
m1ttcr 
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united wn20 God as you and the Parliament of Scot- 
land are. Mr. Burroughs likewile told the Par- 
Fer. Burr, liament, 1s bath been the honour of ſome of you to 
1645.P-8. receive and countenance godly Minifters who ſuffered 
under the Tyranny of Prelates, this Chriſt hath ow- 
ed you for, and we hope it ſhall be remembred fox 
good to you and yours, let not your bearts be changed 
towards theſe men. And pag} 45- My Lords, you 
are advanced to high power and honour in a King- 
dom where Chriſt hath as many Saints, (T bad al- 
moſt ſaid as in the World beſides) he expeas you 
Th. Good. ſhould uſe them kindly. And Mr. Goodwin to the 
1645-P-5- Houſe of Commons obſerves out of his Text, 
We, Pſal.105-14. Here is the nearneſs and dearneſs of 
the Saints to God, they are dearer #0 him than Kings 
and States ſimply conſidered, and bere is the dan- 
ger of Kings and States to deal with his Saints 
otherwiſe than well. And thcn towards the lat- 
ter end, pag- 52. and 53. Tt is not the baving 
Saints, and multitudes of Saints , but the ufing 
them kindly , that is the intereſt of a Nation. The 
Saints of England are the intereſt of England, 
look to and keep this your intereſt; namely, maintain 
and preſerve the Saints among you,and make provi- 
fions for them as you wonld preſerve this Kingdom. 
And then he repeats it again, p. 54+ The Saints 
of England are the intereſt of England, write this 
pon your walls, and have it in your eyes in all your 
Conſultations , and have reſpect to tbe Saints the 
whole lump of them, if you will maintain your in- 
tereſt whole and intire , bave regard to the Saints 
ſmall and great. More could not have bcen laid 
to perſwade the people to do you good, and in 
this you are in no wile jnfcriour to the moſt (clt-

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Pr. I ſcorn your words , weare in nothing 
ſike your fooliſh Fryars : Presbyterians are a 
| ferious and conſidering people, who ſerve God 
according to his VVord in fpirit and in truth; 
whereas they mind nothing but their fopperies, 
their ſuperſtitions and biggotteries, whereby 

they have made Religion ridiculous, 

' Pa. Yes, you would fain make the world bc- 
lieve, that your new-deviſed Church-Govern- 
' ment, and every thing you (peak and do, is Scri- 
 pture, and according to the Spirit, and truth ; 
| and to hear you cry up your Orders and out- 
| ward circumſtances of divine Service,one would 
think you had found Scriptural or ſpiritual Ce- 
remonies. But when all comes to all it is only 
this, that you make Religion and Godlineſs to 
conſiſt in rejecting that decent and inſtructing 
Order in Divine VVorſhip which the Primitive 
Church uſed , and tranſmitted to us, for to fol- 
\ low your irreverent and unſeemly manner of 
worſhipping God according to your own minds. 
But that you alſo have done cnough to make 
Religion ridiculous and fabulous too , is caſte to 
be ſeen by what I have ſaid , and ſhall ſay fur- 
ther: the many zntolerabiles ineptias you preach- 
ed in your beſt-ſtudied Sermons before your 
Parliament, and printed afterwards as being ex- 
 cellent Diſcourſes,arc ſuthcient proots that your 
grave out-fides arc inwardly tull of cmptints, 
or ſomething, elſe : and I protett nothing can 
fully repreſent how ridiculous you have made 
the Publick Offices of Religion, as being, an cye- 
witne(s of it in your Private Mcetings. And 
had you not beſotted your people by waking 

them 
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them believe that what others do is all Popiſh and 
Antichriſtian , but what you do your (elves is 
Scriptzre and Gods Ordinance in purity , they 
would hiſs you out of your Dcsks, or at leatt 
leave you there alone to enjoy your extravagant 
humours. I lcave it as a concluſion to be drawn 
from our whole Diſcourſe when it is ended.that 
you have made Religion ndiculous , or rather 
that yours is a mock-Religion , conlifting alto. 
gether as to the exterior of it in new-made 
Prayers and Sermons, ſpoken with a certain pi. 
tcous tone, and ſome affected faces and pa- 
roxiſms of Zeal, ſuch as Mr. Cheyzel was in 
when he told the Parliament, I arreſt you this 


day at the Suit of the great Febovab , for a Debt of 


ten thouſand talents , nay , millions of millions, 
and over and above of High Treaſon againſt the 
three Perſons of the ever-bleſſed Trinity , and then 
he was in a Trance, pag. 24. Ob ( faith he) I 
feel, I bleſs Goa I feel my ſelf tranſported even 
beyond my ſelf with raptures and extaſics of love : 
T cold tell you of Chriſt-concerning-points , and 
Soul-concerning-pnnts, of Parltament-repentance, 
and Sacrament-repentance, and Bed-repentance,and 
Shop-repentance , and many ſuch new-coined 
phraſes, which are none of the leaſt part of the 
powerfulneſs of preaching : And I could tcl! you 
of a reccipt which is as the cxtraCt of a Book, 
called, Parlizment-Phyſich, for 4 ſick Nation, Li- 
cenſed by Mr. F. Cranford, which makes a mock- 
Phyſick or Divinity of all Evangclick and moral 
Vertues. A great deal of fopperics and futili- 
ties as you charge us with, might be pickt out 
of the Sermons as you then printed 3 and I 


doubt 
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doubt not but the Prayers were much after the 
ſame ſort , had they come out in print ; and it 
my Notes deceive me not, what you preach now 
i5not much better : but I will not ſay any thing 
exeept what I have under your hands. But this 
needs not be proſecuted dircdly any turther. 

Pr. What of all this ? Theſe be perſonal tail- 
ings. Idon't know how weare come inſenlibly 
to talk of things that are meerly praCtical, 
whereas we was to (ſpeak of Doctrinal points. 
Fl give you but two or three inſtances more of 
the wide difference that is betwixt us, and then 
let all the world be judge how impertinent you 
have been in charging Popery upon us. And 
hixſt, you make outward ſplendor and profpe- 
rity to be a mark of the true Church, whereas 
we teach according to Divine and Humane Hi- 
ſtories, that the Church hath her wancs as well 
as her fulne(s , that ſometimes ſhe is tain to flec 
into the wilderneſs , and that her Glory may be 
eclipled without ſhe doth ceaſe to be the true 
and only Spoule of Chriſt. 

Pa. Wcll, I hope you love us never the worſe 
tor that agreement as you ſee is betwixt us in 
practical points , for thoſe be the moſt impor- 
tant, But as for what you mentioned Jaſt, I 
mult confeſs that after the Kings and the Chur- 


ches return to their 1ight, you taught, That the E.Cal.umy, 


Ark of God was in great danger , and very near to 


be lot, gray bairs ( Caith Mr. Calamy) are upon ** 


the Goſpel : I ſay not that the Goſpel is dying, but 
that it bath gray hairs.

But poſlibly the efficacy of your Prayers did not 
{o much as the reach of your Piques and Mus. 
kets, However, you ſec here 1s ops rods 
with a vengeance, all ghe difference 1s that our 
Sacraments are of Chriſts Inſtitution, and work 
Grace only ; whercas your powertul Ordinan- 
ces are of your own deviſing, and befides Grace 
can work deſtruction. 

Pr. And can you find this one thing more 
about. the Sacraments , that we take the Cup 
away from the people , as 15 the order of your 
Church, politively againſt an expreſs Command 
of Chriſt, who ſaid, Drink ye all of this ? Sure 
you won't ſay we arc guilty of diſpenſing with 
tuch an expreſs Injunction of Chriſt as you do 
in this caſe. 

Pa. No, you never took the bleſſed Cup from 
the people, but you went very near to take away 
from them the ſacred Bread and all. You know 
how ſeldom and in how few places that holy Sa- 
cramcnt was adminiſtred in your reforming 
times 3 and you know how little regarded ill 
by many of your party, fince you could preach 
and pray by the Spirit. And'yct weare in good 
hopes that you'll comply with us in this too, 
for that in another caſe you can diſpenſe with 
as abſolute a command of Chriſt, that is, con- 
ecrning the Lords Prayer , of which he com- 
manded, When you pray, ſay, Our Father, &c. 

l Luk, 
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Lik-11-2+ But your wiſdom hath found it out 
that *twas enough to ſay the ſenſe of that Pray- 
er, without repeating the very words; and then 
if you ſhould uſe it , the people might be 
brought to believe that a ſet Form of Prayers is 
lawful according to ſo great an example, which 
might be a great prejudice to your more ſpiritual 
way of praying. And fo you know our Church 
hath allo mary wile reaſons for not obeying Chriſt 
in this particular, Hercby it appears that you 
can as well as we make bold withan expreſs Law 
and Ordinance of Chriſt in what concerns the 
Worſhip of God 3 and what matters it though 
it be not in the ſame matter ? they that can in 
one, can in all when they ſhall think good. 

Pr. Ifhould laugh it you could make it out 
too that we have amongſt us Miracles and Le- 
gends , as Iam ſure you have a great many to 
prove your new Religion by. Come, try your 
Skill; I dow't deſpair but one day yow'll tind 
out the Quadrature of the Circle, or the perpe- 
tual motion , you are ſo ingenious and fo good 
at mahing diſcoveries. 

Pa. I can't tell what I ſhall do for the firſt, 
but Iam ſure for perpetual motion the world is 
beholding to you for the tinding of it out : tor 
when you taught the people that nothing muſt 
be done in Divine Worſhip but what is com- 
manded in Scripture, and that therefore the Li- 
turgy was to be put away : they hnding that the 
order appointed in the Directory was no more 
to be found in Scripture than the other, took it 
away too 3 and ſo your Thorough-Reforming 
by ſuch an unlimited Principle, fet a Wheel a 
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going, whoſe motion *tis likely will be perpe- 
tual. You reformed the fr{t Reformation, 
. others reformed yours, and others that, and ſo 
on it went, and I believe will go as long as 
there is any brains in Schilmatick-heads to keep 

on the Circulation. 
But *tis a thing ſo plain that you alſo have 
Legends and Miracles to perſwade the people 
of the Divinel(s of your new-contrived way of 
Worſhip and Diſcipline , that my making of it 
appear will deſerve none of your commendati- 
ons. I could tell you of a ſecret way of whif. 
pcring Legends , tine well-made ftorics of Bi- 
ſhops and Prieſts, when the Brethrea mcct toge- 
ther : bur poſlibly thoſe that don't know you {a 
well as I do, would not believe me, therefore 
F1l inſtance in a few of a great many that are 
p.3, upon record, Mr. Vavaſor Powel ſaw ſeveral 
times the Devil appearing to him, ſometimes {tam- 
ping upon the Chamher-floor, and ſometimes blow- 
ing a ſtrong cold wind upox him, and ſeveral other 
ways : once it was revealed to him that he and two 
p.179, Of bis friends ſhould be wounded in the Iſland of 
Anglefly. And another time, be being in his 
P- 139, Wa there appear'd to him a bright ſhining light, 
and in the ligbt a ſpeckled Bird , which bad him 
read Mat. 3. 2. Mr. Cook likewiſe (no Divine 
I confeſs, but yet a man that well deſerves to 
be creditcd for being an holy Covenantecr) go+- 
ing over into Irclaad, and meeting with a great 
and fearful ſtorm, which frighted him to ſome 
purpoſe, God ( as he faith ) put in bis mind the 
chief places in Scripture concerning, the Seas z and 
then it follows , I preſt my dear Chriſt not to 
row 
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drown us, for, ſaid I, we fight for thy Kingly Of- 
fice : throw the Egyptians and all thine implacable 
Enemies in the midſt of the Sea, but let w be pre- 
ſerved, Yet for all his fear and danger , he fell 
aſlcep, and then, as he ſaith pag.6. be ſaw a large 
Room, in the midjt whereof was a long Table, and 
upon that Table an ordinary Carpet, two Candles, 
two Trenchers of Tobacco,&* ſome Pipes:in the Roone 
there was a man of a middle ftature , his hairs were 
white and curling at the end , but the hair of his 
upper lip was brown, bus cloaths were of a ſad colour, 
and upon his bead was a Cloth-broad-brim Hat, 
and he told him he waited upon Feſus Chriſt, and 
carried him to þ + Maſter , who told Cook that be 


ſhould not be drowned, hearing that he belonged to 
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the Protector, (Traytor) and other ſtrange things 
which yet proved true in the event. Here be as you 
{ce moſt miraculous Viſttons , the particulars 
whereof are related with ſuch exaCtitude, that 
I believe none but Malignants ever doubted of 
the truth of them. But I muſt not relate parti- 
culars, my Book it (elf ſhould be a miracle in 
bigneſs : 1f you pleaſe to read the Mirabilis An- 
us that was printed in 1662. there you ſhall 
find as the Author faith, many ſignal and mira- 
culow judgments and accidents befallen thoſe that 
have moleſted the Godly for Nonconformity. And 
alſo Mr. Vicars Looking-Glaſs for Malignants, 
will furniſh you with many wondrous ſtories of 
the terrible and moſt dreadful judgments that befel 
the Malignants from 1640. $0 1643+ when the 
Book was printed. Theſe Books tor Miracles 
and fine Tales may deſervedly be ranked among 


{ phe moſt fabulous Legends that ever were 


printed; 
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printed : and though *tis likely the Authors did 
not believe them, yet they ſerved your turn; 
Thoſc pious frauds won more Proſelytes to your 
fide than any thing elſe next to your Weapons : 
all the difference 1s this, that our Miracles are 
wrought by the Saints, and yours for the Saints. 

Pr. And fo you cunningly infinuate that we 
have Saints as well as you ; What, don't you 
know we will not fo much as call Peter and Paul 
Saints, we are fo far from praying to them, or 
keeping days in their honour ? Prove it if you 
can that in this particular your Doctrine and 
ours hath the leaſt reſemblance, and then with- 
out inſtancing any more, P11 make it ap 
that you have taken a great deal of labour to lit- 
tle purpoſe. ; 

Pa. What ! I have mentioned your Saints 
forty or fifty times out of thoſe of your Authors 
whoſe words I have cited, and now you ſpeak as 
if you had none at all. Why man, there is no 
people under the Sun that owas ſo many as you: 
*ris true, you won't call the bleſſed Apoſtles and 
Martyrs by the name of Saints, that would be 
Popery and Superſtition : but youll call your 
ſelves ſo very freely and humbly , and without 
any ſcruple, for it ſeems that is your due, and 
not theirs: any one that would throw a ſtone 
againſt the woman ſurprized in Adultery was 
ipſo fatto made a Saint , contrary to what hap- 
pencd in the Goſpel; I mean, that every one 
that would help to throw down the Whore 
and Fezabel, (as you call'd the Church ) 
were thereby immediately Canonized : ſo that 
the worſt of Fanaticks who help'd to do = 

work, 
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| work, have till retained the Saintſhip you be- 


ſtow*'d upon them , though ſince they have de- 
parted from you. As Thomas Brooks in a Ser- 


mon dedicated to Sir Tho. Fairfax, To da glori- 1648. 
ouſly is to appear for the Saints , and fide with the P-'5- 


Saints, let the iſſue be what it will: O it is abaſe 


' thing in thoſe that have appeared and fided with 


the Saints , now to prove treacherous , and let the 
poor Saints ſhift for themſelves. And (o before 
that in 1646. Mr. Cheyyxel inſtrucqed the Par- 
liament concerning the Saints in this manner : 


I am ſo far from endeauouring to perſecute Saints, P.37. 38, 
that T bumbly defire that we would all ſtudy how to *<+ 


make more Saints : Oh it will be a comfortable 
work, to gather and order Saints of our own making. 
Nay, though ſome of the Saints were froward, 
and perchance unruly , yet becauſe chey helpt to 
do the work of the Lord, they were not to be 
blotted out of the Calendar, for he faith a little 
before, Saints muſt not be perſecuted tbough they 
be peeviſh, nay deſperate. ———— I muſt not out of 
a ſullen humour deny a peeviſp Saint the right- 
band of fellowſhip. But enough of this you thall 
hnd ſcattered up and down this Book. 

Now as for your keeping of days for the old 
Saints, I confeſs you are not for that, neither do 
you keep any for Chriſt , that would be you 
know what. But you know alſo that when the 
deſigns of the new Saints were bleſt with ſuc- 
cels, there was by Authority a day kept in res» 
membrance of it with much: ſolemnity. So it 
ſeems the deſtroying of the Kings Foxces was a 
mercy great enough to make a Holy-day of it: 


but it would be Idolatry to do the fame in re- 
membrance 
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membrance of thoſe precious mercies the Church 
receives from what Chriſt did and ſuffered for 
her, and his holy Apoſtles after him. As for 
praying to the ancient and dclpilſed Saints , it 
would be to no purpoſe, your new ones having 
got theirplace, and belike their power too : we 
have ſcen already that your prayers are effeCtual 
beyond what their intercefſions could be, which 
is the reaſon I ſuppoſe that when any amongſt 
you is going a Journey, or hath ſome other de- 
fen tabs or feels the want of any temporal 
or ſpiritual thing, he deſires the prayers of the 
Saints in your Conventicles. So there appears 
to me no other difference in the caſe , but that 
our Saints are dead,and Canonized by the Pope, 
whereas yours for the moſt part arc alive, and 
of your own making, 

Now I hope I have ſatisfied you , and made 
It appear that you come much nearcr to Popery 
than the Church of Exgland,, which by your 
own confeſſion hath nathing common with us 
that's bad but a few Ceremonies , and this of 
order, which don't much concern Religion, 
and which ( according to your Chronology ) 
werc in the Chriſtian Church long before Pope- 
Ty : whereas you own both in belict and pra- 
&ice many of the Popiſh DoCtrines which are 
counted the worlt of our errours, only you dil- 
guiſe them a little, and put them in a Presbyte- 
rian Garb. 

Pr. Worthy Sir ! you might have ſpar'd your 
oreat pains, for all you have ſaid will not per- 
{wade any one man that we have any good will 
for the Papiſts, *tis too well known that there 1s 

an 
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an irreconcilcable antipathy betwixt them and 
us. No, we dctcſt thoſe opinions and practices 
of yours which you would perſwade the world 
we approve ard imitate, and we agree with you 
in nothing that other Proteſtants diſagree in. 
Pa. Yes, we do, we both hate the Church 
of England, 1 am {ure we are agreed in that, ex- 
cept you have gone beyond us as I remember 
Mr. Love ſaid when there was an overture for 
PEace , Page 42+ Is it likely to bave peace with At u1x- 
ſuch men as theſe ? —— We can as ſoon make bridge. 
fire and watey to agree, Thad almoſt ſaid reconcile 
Heaven and Earth. But there is enough aid 
already.to prove that= As for your diſclaiming 
friendſhip with us, it only perſwades me that 
you are of thoſe generous Friends who oblige 
people behind their backs, without defiring that 
any notice ſhould be taken of it: for. to uſe 
Mr. Loves words, pag. 22. When *ou bad put 
down the Peſts and Plagne-ſores of the Kingdom, 
Epiſcopacy and Common-Prayer Books, you there- 
by advanced our interett greatly , and did us a 
notable piece of ſervice; tor then you left no 
vilible Church, no known Rules of Dodrines, 
no {ct form of Government and Dilcipline: ſo 
that whilſt your tedious Rabbics were hammer- 
ing in their brains the new form of a future 
Church , according to their ſeveral fancies, cr 
according, to the Pattern in the Mount, the pcople 
were tain to betake themſclves,lome to the Com- 
munion of our Church, as not a tew did, and 
other ſome to Madnels an i Euthutiaſm , as did 
2 great many more. And beſides, the ſcandal 


Which you brought upon the hxfi Reformation 
by 
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by-your fine doings was fo great, that (thanks 
be to you) it hath perſwaded a great many that 
there is no ſafety but in the Church of Rome, 
. where there is a conſtant union and order. So 
we find a Book printcd in 1652+ call'd, A Beacon 
ſet on fire, or an Information of the $tationers to the 
Parliament concerning the preat advancement the 


Papiſts made, and the many Books they printed, as 


alſo the many blaſphemousBooks which others put ont. 

And in the ſeaſonable Exhortation of the London. 

Miniſters 1660. they tell us pag. 10. That all 

manner of blaſpbemous and horrid Opinions were 

openly written aud publiſhed , that there was in 

many Atheiſm and contempt of Religion, in otters 

Scepticiſm and Irreſolution in many, and that ſome 

were grown to that heigth of wickedneſs as to wor- 
__ Devil himſelf. And there they complain 
allo, Thet ſome by their back:ſliding and apoſtacy 

fell from the truth to Popery, as being the only Reli- 
gion wherein unity aud order was retained. A) 
which how naturally they iſſued from your late 

doings,and how much the Pope and Devil were 

beholding to you for, I leave to your own con- 
(ciencioulneſs to confider. And one thing morc 

that makes me believe that you have more kind- 
neſs'tox us than you own by words, is, that you 
deſtroy*d the King and the Church of Englend 
by the ſame means that were appointed by Cam- 
panella a cunning Politician, and a great Enemy 
to Proteſtants, pag. 160. The Engliſh Biſhops 
( it ſhould have been Puritans ) are to be exaſpe- 
rated and put into fears and jealonſies , by telling 
them that the King of Scotland ( King James ) 
turned Proteſtant ont of hope, but that be willquickly 
return 
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return to the former Religion when be is eftabliſht its 
the Engliſh Throne. ( The ſatne advice is alſo 
lately given by the Marquils deC. in bis Politique 
de Frauce , in that Chapter that treats of Eyg- 
| laxd.) That counſel was followed by you, and 
prov'd ſucceſsful; the outcry whereby you rais*d 
the people againſt our late martyr'd Sovereign 
was Popery, Rome, Babylon : therefore after all 
this , judge you whether we muſt not be very 
ungrateful it we did not ingenuouſly acknow- 
ledge that we are highly beholding to. you. 

Pr. All that fignities nothing : for we differ 
from the Church of Exgland only in ſome few 
Ceremonies, being agreed as to the Eſſentials 
both of Do&rine and Diſcipline. We honour 
the firſt Reformators of this Church, and we are 
perketly agreed with the reformed Churches 
beyond Sea, which we love and' reverence, and 
defire to imitate : and when you have ſaid all 
you can,this will be truth ill,and I am ſure will 
be believ'd fo to be by all rational men. 

Pa. I know that one of your Brethren, an 
ancient Sophitter, in his laſt ſcribbling againſt 
Doctor Dxrell, ſpeaks as it there was hardly any 
difference betwixt you and the Church of Eng- 
land : It may be worth ((aich he) the conſidera- Bonaſius 
tion of thoſe who are in Authority whether they may #p#t- 
not enjoy Eecleſiaftical Preferments who differ from _ 
their Brethren only in ſome few points of Diſcipline M 
for as to the Eſſentials of Diſcipline , I am not ſo 
quick-fighted as to find that we diſagree, &c. But 
if it be {o, the more wicked you, who have made 
crimes and enormities of a tew indifferent points 
of Diſcipline. What, was it the tendernels of 

your 
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your Conſciences that made a few Ceremonies 
to be Popery and Antichriſtianiſm ? ſo that upon 
their account you mult call upon the people in 
Sjon to war againſt Babylon. Either you are 
the greateſt Cheats in the World , or elſe you 
differ from your Church at leaſt in thoſe points 
wherein (as I have ſhewn ) you come ſo near 
to us: chuſe you which you pleaſe. As for your 
loving and honouring the reformed Churches 
beyond Sea, and the tirſt Reformators of this, I 
find no ſuch thing in your Books,but rather that 
you lov'd and honour'd your (elves far beyond 
them all. Mr. Dry in his Sermon to the Par- 
liament upon theſe words, Depart ye, &c. Iſai. 
52.11. is pretty plain init: I choſe theſe words 
(faith he) becauſe the deſtruftion of Babylon and 
the deliverance of the Church out of it, is the great 
work which God. intends to accompliſh by the Go- 
ſþel in theſe latter times, and becauſe of the relation 
wherein we do ſtand toit, for T conceive that God is 
not only working out our delzverance to bring us out 
of Babylon at this time, &c. Where could you 
have been worſe than in Babylon before the good 
men in King Edward the f{ixth's time had done 
any thing towards a Reformation ? So you may 
hear him ſay at the 25 pag. None of all the 
Magiſtrates or Miniſters of other Nations have ever 
given ſuch an anſwer to this Call (to come out of 
Babylen) as you and we of the Miniſtry and this 
people have done, for we have undertaken the Cauſe 
in the full extent thereof , therefore we are in this 


employment nearer unto God than any others, and 


be 14 more intereſt in us and in Scotland than in 
auy other Nation whatſoever. Two Witneſſes 
INOIC 
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moreThope will make the thing credible. Mr.Bg- 

den in his Sermon Revel. 18. 6. Reward ber as, p.9. 
&c. laith, *Tis no wonder that our forefathers did 
little or nothing agaiiſt the Beaſt and the Babyloni- 
ans, for their eyes were blinded they could not ſce 

to work, , much leſs to fight > but that we having 
clear viſions and full diſcoveries made of the Beaſt 
and ber abominations, ſhould fit till and be careleſs, 

and ſuffer ber for evcr to play ber beaſtly pranks, is 

a moſt deadly ſhame and ſtain unto us. And 
Mr. Tho. Goodwin in his foreſaid Sermon, Others 
had had the honour in the firſt Age of reforming, p.s5 2; 
and we had Leen like blear-eyed Leah 5 yer ſince, we 
have been abundantly the more frunful of Saints, 
faithful and choſen. And indeed the truth is, 
you went {o far beyond all other Reformers, 
that you might well deſpiſe them, as having 
_ their work very imperte&ly to what you 

id. 

Py. I took you to be but a Prieſt, but I doubt 
you are a ]cſuite too, for you can turn other 
mens words to what lenſe you pleale : I believe 
thoſe good men meant no ſuch thing as the in- 
terpretation you give to their words. But whe- 
ther they did or no, 'tis nothing to us, we pin 
our faith upon no mans ſleeve, it they haveſaid 
or done any thing amiſs, we utterly diſclaim it. 
We own the Kings Supreme Authority. and we 
own the Dodtrine of the Church of England 3 
and to prove the contrary by particular rnens 
| words, (as you have endeavouted to do) is al- 
together Joſt labour , becauſe their Opinions is 
not the Rule we follow. So that all your Quo- 
tations evince nothing of what your intended, 
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and you well deſerve to be laugh'd at tor having 
taken ſuch a huge deal of bootleſs pains 1n re- 
peating other mens words. 
Pa. Very well ! *cis but making up your 
mouth, and wiping of it, and looking very de- 
mure, and then you have done nothing 3 and fo 
you think you can abule the world everlaſting]y. 
But {iay, Six,dcar-bought experience hath taught 
us, that your goodly words are little to be truſt- 
ed z and you have approved your ſelves ſuch in- 
comparable Jugglers, that we will ſee what you 
tell us before we believe it. In the higheſt of 
your Rebellion you were for the King forſooth ! 
much more now he reigns : Th. Palmer was Mi- 
niſter of the Army raiſed for King and Parliament, 
as he tiles himſelf jn the Title of his Sexmon 
1644. Mr. /e:chat the Sicge of Baſing was fight- 
ing for thc King, pag. 24+ We bonour the King, 
we fight for bim , we reſolve thmgh it coſt us our 
lives we will bave bis love aud bis preſence again : 
And Fobn Arrowſmith bctoxe the Houſe of Com- 
mons calls kim his Dcar Sovercign : They (faith 
he) that brought our King into this Civil War, are 
a Generation of ſcornful men that laugh at our Buil- 
ders, as Sanballat and his Complices did at Nehe- 
miah, JVhat is this thing as ye do ? will ye rebel 
againſt the King ? a Generation which can neither 
find in their bearts to afford a good word of advice 
to our Dread and Deay Sovereign, &c. But *tis 
more than probable that by a woxſe than Jeſui- 
tical Equivocation, you meant only a notional 
King,the workmanſhip of your deceitful Brains: 
for ſo we tind a cunning diſtintion between the 


Kiogand the Kings Perlon. Tho, Caſe in his Ser- 
mon 
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mon to the Court-Martial on 2 Chron.2 9. 6, & 7. 
And Fehoſhaphat ſaid unto the Fudges, Take heed 
what ye do,8&c Tell them, That though they had not 2 
Jehoſhaphat #0 give them that charge in his perſonal 
capacity , yet they had him in bis political capacity. 
$0 Kobert Auſtin D. D. printed a Book intend- 
ing to prove , That by the Oath of Allegiance the 
Parliament was bound to take up Arms, though 
againſt the Kings perſonal command, for the juſt de- 
fence of «the Kings Perſon , Crown and Dignity. 
So, you might be ſure by ſuch means ever to be 
for him , and have him of your fide whatever 
you did: for ſo Mr. Burroughs prov'd by the 
ſame art, pag- 27. That his moſt Loyal Party was

for the preſervation of true Regal Powey in the mw 


| and bis Poſterity, and to reſcue him from the hands 


of evil men, who were his greateſt Enemies. And he 
laid pag. 57. That the Saints and moſt Religions

But 
then if people were not tor:the King, to be ſure 
they would be tor the Lord, 'and upon that ac- 
count they might and they nwſt join with. you, 
ior you were fighting the Lords Battcls, warring 
for Sion againſt Babylon ; this was theygrand 
cheat whereby the Nation was deluded. -Had 
the Parliament-Offcers gone about and. told the 
pcoplc that the King encroacht upon their Pri- 
viledges, and actcd againlt the Fundamental 
Laws of this Kingdom , the generality of men 
was nct (o wcll read in the ancient Statutes and

Fenkins in bis Conſcientious Queries and 
Submiſſion to the then preſent Power 1651. uſcch 

only the Turkiſh Argument of good luccels to

dence, pag. 2. Whether the ſtupendious Provi- 

* dences of God manifeſted among, us in the deſtrutti. 
on of the late King and his Adberents in ſo many 
pitcht Battels, and in this Nations univerſal foy- 
ſaking of Charles Stuart, and the total overthrow 

of him and bis Army , whether by theſe Providen- 

ces God hath not plainly removed the Government 

from Charles Stuart, and beſtowed it upon others, 

as ever be removed and beſtowed any Government by 

any Providence in any Age ? Whether a refuſal to 

yield Obedience and Subjeflion to this preſent Go- 
xernment, be not a refuſal to acquieſce in the wiſe 
and righteous pleaſure of God,” and a flat breach of 

the fifth Commandment ? ' Therefore he faith in

We ſhall 

ſee at laſt that the mercy God intended for us was 

worth all the troubles and bloud, &c. God -» 

many Promiſes to his Church to accompliſh , man 
Prophecies to fulfil, many glorious things to declare, 
| L 4 many 
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many Mercies for his Saints to beſtow 3 and os 
ftirs among us will make way for all. And (6 

Fob. Boxd, Mr. Bond tclls the Parliament, That the preſent 

1644. work of Salvation and Reformation they bad in 
hand, was carried on in a myſtery, was a ſha- 
dowed maſter-piece , altogetber made up of ſtrata- 
gems, paradoxes, and wonders, and ſo the comfort 
zs , it ſhall be a great Salvation, a Salvation from 
Babylon. But this will ſufhce at preſent toſhew 
that the people was deluded more ways than 
one; and to give a warning to the tollowing 
Generation, that ſo they never be drawn into 
Rebellion by the ſame arts and pretences as their 
Fathers were. 

It would be endleſs to rcheaiſe all the equivo- 
cations, jugglings, and deceits as were ulcd to 
ſeduce the people: next time we meet perchance 
you ſhall hear more of them. What I have (aid 
now is enough to prove that your words gnif 
nothing but what you pleaſe, that your diſlimu- 
lations are deep and (pecious, and that you ne- 
ver want arts and evaſions to plead innocency, 
and falve your credit after the fouleſ doings and 
miſcarriages. Now you differ but a very little 
from the Church of England, and you are for 
Obcdience to the King, whatever ſome of you 
may have ſaid or done heretofore. Very good! 
That's as much as to ſay, That do you what you 
will, you are reſolved ever to be in the right, 
and never to acknowledge your ſelves faulty in 
the leaſt, for fear of loſing the repute of Infalli- 
bility. But let it be conſidered, 

s 1+ That I have proved what I charged upon 
you, not by the words of the obſcure and ordi- 
| nary, 
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nary, but of the moſt famous men of your Party 
who muſt needs have known the Tenets and 
Dodrines of your Seq, and who were then and 
are ſtill now cryed up and followed by your 
Diſciples and Admirers, 

2. That thoſe words of thcirs I have cited, 
were not taken out of Libels or prophane Books, 
nor were ſpoken heedleſly in the heat of diſpute, 
but are to be tound in their Sermons, and were 
delivered out of their Pulpits in the powerfulneſs 
of Preaching, as being the Word of God. 

3. That thole Sermons were not preached in 
Country-Towns,or to ordinary Congregations, 
(where any ſtuff preached after the tone and man- 
ner in uſe among you had been as good as the 
belt) bur almoſt all of them before the Parlia- 
ment, where none but great men were admitted 
to preach, and where, to be ſure, they preached 
none but their beſt Sermons: and moreover, 
that thoſe Sermons were printed with the names 
of the Authors, and with Licenſe and Approba- 
tion, 

4+ That *tis more likely they would then de- 
liver their true Opinions, and ſpeak out what 
was in their hearts, when they had the power 
in their hands, and were free to {peak what they 
pleaſed, than now they are under fear and re- 


 {traint, and are fain to conceal or diſſemble what 


they would then openly preach and proclaim. 
5. That they not only preached Sermons, 


- but they and their Diſciples lived Sermons alſo; 


your practice and Doctrige agreed excellently 
well, what was preach'd was acted, there was 


none of their good Inſtructions loſt, you "_ 
ve 
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ved what they faid by doing accordingly , and 
ou generally own'd by a practical belicf thoſe 
Dod&rines I have ſet down as yours out of your 
moſt approved Authors. 
Laſtly, It is manifeſt by my Quotations, that 
our Miniſters rendred the laſt King odious to 
his pope , and preacht him out of his Throne 
and Kingdom : but *tis no where to be ſeen that 
they ever preach'd this Kirg into the favour of 
his people again , or uſcd their powerful elo- 
umn to have him reſtor'd to his Right. And 
ince his return , though you have given over 
printing , yet moſt of you have kept up the Fa- 
ion, and in Ttcad of crying, peccavi, have ſtill 
endeavour'd to weaken the Church , and draw 
Diſciples after you 3 and your Synods have never 
diſclaimed thoſe men who by their Preaching 
had kindled up the late Rebellion, and the Prea- 
chers have never recanted their former Opini- 
ons, but either juſtified or diſguiſed them : nay, 
many of them own ſtill the Obligation of that 
infamous Oath call'd the Covenant, whereby they 
ated and warranted all their wickednels. 
Therefore though the people may be excuſed ha- 
ving been deluded and impoſed upon, yct you 
the Miniſters and Heads of the FaQtion can never 
(with all the wit you have) plead any thing that 
can juſtifie you from owning the wort of Popiſh 
Errours. 
Now let our Judge ſpeak it he pleaſcth. 


G. Iconfeſs I am ſomewhat amazed at what 

I have heard : I never thought ſo much could 
be aid for proving a Conformity betwixt Pa- 
| pilts 
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piſts and Presbyterians in ſo many points : but 
yet I will decide nothing, nor make-any reflei- 
ons upon what you have faid: Pll rather tran- 
ſcribe and print your diſcourſe, and leave the 
Reader to think and to judge as his own dilcre- 
tion ſhall adviſe him. Only ſeeing that you are 
molt chiefly agreed in denying the King that 
Supreme Authority which God hath given him, 
and pretending a certain Power and Juriſdici- 
on over him,z# ordixe ad ſpiritualia,tor the good 
of ſouls, or to phraſe it aright , for to advance 
Gods Cauſe, and to ſet up © brijt : 1 hall ſet down 
ſome Texts of Scripture which plainly evince 
the contrary, and then defire all Chriſtians to 
yield a cheartul and loyal Obedience, until they 
have been told from Heaven that the Pope or 
Clallis are impowered from God to a& con+ 
trary to his Word in this particular. 

Firſt, For the Authority of the Supreme Ma- 
giſtrate over all that live in his Dominions, read 
Rom. 13+ 1, and 2, Let every ſoul be ſubject to the 
higher powers, for there is no power but of God , the 
powers that be are ordained of God : whoſoever 
therefore reſiſteth the power, reſiſteth the ordinance of 
God , and they that reſiſt ſhall recetve to themſelves 
damnation. — V. 5. Wherefore ye muſt be ſubjed&. 
not only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience ſake. Here 
you (ce that neither Pope nor Puritan is except- 
ed, but every ſoul is to be ſubje7 ; this was writ- 
ten when the Higher Powers' were Heathen,. 
bloudy Perſecutors of Chriſtianity , who endea- 
voured to deſtroy the Goſpel ; and yet for all 
that, they muſt not be rebelled againſt, and their 
Authority muſt not be reliſted ; J/hoſoever reſiſteth 
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the power, reſifteth the Ordinance of God, and they 
that refit ſhall receive to themſelves damnation : 
2nd therefore we muſt be ſubje& to them, not 
only for fear of their anger , but alſo for fear of 
Gods, mot only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience 
ſake. In Tit. 3. 1. Put thtm in mind ( faith the 
- Apoſtle) to be ſubjeft to prixgipalities and powers, 
#0 obey magiſtrates, to be to every good work. 
You ſee that good works and obedience to Ma- 
giſtrates are joincd together, and appointed to 
be equally preſt upon the people by the Exhor- 
tations of Chrifts Miniſtcrs. In the 1 Pet. 2. 
13, &c. Submit your, ſelves to every Ordinance of 
men for the Lords ſake , whether it be to the King 
as Supreme , or unto Governours 4s uuto them that 
are ſent by him : — for ſo is the will of God, that 
with well-doing ye may put to ſilence the ignorance 
of fooliſh men 3 as free, but not uſing your liberty 
for @ cloak of maliciouſneſs , but as the ſervants of 
God. ———— Fear God, honour the King. You 
{ce it is the will of God that with well-doing, 
(that is) by obeying the King and his Governours,wc 
ſhould put to filence the ignorance of fooliſh men, 
who-thought that Religion freed them from the 
yoke of ſubjeion : and that we ſhould not make 
Chriſtian liberty a cloak, of maliciouſneſs, a prc- 
tence of Dilobedience and Rebellion 3 but as ſcr- 
vants to God, honour the Ring, and ſubmit our 
{clves to him for the Lords ſake. Therctore it is 
' a great impiety and hypocrilie to pretend Gods 
cauſe and intereſt for rebelling and diſobeyiftg, 
when he bids us for his fakc to obey and to be 
ſubjeR. 
2, That none muſt preſume upon any __ 
what- 
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whatſocver to rebe! againſt the Sovereign or Su- 
preme Governour, read Num-16. at the 3.v. you 
ſhall find that Korah and his rebellious crew 
pleaded that the people was the Lords people , and 
that they were boly every one of them, and therefore 
(lay they) to Moles aud Aaron, IWhy lift ye up 
your ſelves above the Congregation of the Lord ? But 
at the 32:v. The earth opened ber month and ſwal- 
lowed them up, and thcir bouſes, and all that apper- 
tained to them, And by that dreadful and un- 
heard-of judgment, God maniteſted how much 
he detelis Rebellicn, that following Ages might 
beware of the heinouſneſs of that crime. So in 
1 Sam. 24+ 5, and 6. Davids heart (mote him 
becauſe he had cut oF Sawls 5kirt, and he faid 
to his men, The Lord forbid that I ſhould do this 
thing unto my Maſter, the Lofds Anointed, to ſtretch 
forth mine hand againſt bim, ſeeing he is the Lords 
Anointed. © And c. 26. v. 9. David faith unto 
Abiſhai, Deſtroy him not, for who can ſtretch forth 
bis hand againſt the Lords Anointed , and be guilt- 
leſs? David was then Anointed King, he was 
perſecuted wrongfully by Saul, Saul was reject- 
ed of God, and he had moſt barbarouſly put to 
death the Pricſts of God, and their whole fami- 
lies 3 and yet becauſe he was King over the peo- 
ple,}Fho can ſtretch forth bis band ag ainft the Lords 
Anointed and be guiltleſs ? God as you ce al- 
lows no pretence at all tor Rebellion, tor that as 
I have ſhewn you Kings have their Authority 
from him , By me Kings reigh , ſaith the Divine 
Wiſdom, Prov.$.15. and theretore Solomon joins 
God and the King together, as the objects of our 
reſpect and obcdience, Prov.2 421. My ſon; Fw 
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thox the Lord and the King, and ſo Eccleſ. 8.2. 7 by 
counſel thee to keep the Kings Commandment, and ho 
that in regard of the Oath of God. 

' 3+ Weare not to (peak evil of the King, but 
rather to pray for him ; in' 22. Exod. 28. Thox 
ſhalt not revile the Gods, (that is, Supreme Ma- | 
giſtrates) nor curſe the Ruler of thy people. Job 
34-18. Is it fit to ſay to a King, Thox art wicked? | 
and to Princes , Te are are wngodly ? So it was 
witneſſed againit Naboth by his falſe accuſers, 
That he. blaſphemed God and the King, 1 King. 
2 t+13> and/then he was ſtoned todeath. Where- 
by ic appears , that in Iſrael it was one of the 
greateſt impieries to ſpeak ill of the King. As 
alſo it is commanded, by Shmor, Eccleſ. 10. 20. 
Curſe not the King, no uot in thy thoughts,8&c. And 
you-may ſee what a black character the Apofiles 
{et upon. thole that deſpiſe Dominion , aud. ſpeak 
evil of Digyigies, in the Epiſile of Saint Fade and 
in 2-Pet-2-10. Now that it is our duty to pray 
for. the King, we have theſe examples, 1 Sam. | 
10-24. When Saxl was anointed, the people 
crycd, God ſave the King and fo likewiſe when 
Solomon was anointed, 1 King-1-39. But what 
need any more than this precept of St. Paxl ? 
1 Tim. 2-1, and 2. I exhort therefore that firſt of 
all ſupplications, prayers, interceſſions, and giving of 
thanks be made for all men, for Kings, and for all 
that are in Authority : —— for it is good and acce- 
ptable in the ſight of God onr Saviour. 

Laſtly, That we are to pay Tribute to Kings 
and Sovereign Princcs, read Rom. 13. 6, and 7. 
For thus cauſe pay you Tribute alſo, for they are Gods 
Miniſters, attending continually upon thu very _ 
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Render therefore zo all their dues tribute to whom tri- 
bute is due,cuſtom to whom cuſtom. fear to whom fear, 
honor to whom honour, It the Heathen Emperours 
were Gods Miniſters, and therefore to receive - 
Tributes and Cuſtoms, much more the Chriſtian 
Kings that now reign over us. Moreover, we 
have the example ot Chriſt himſelf, who when 
he had not wherewithal to pay that Tribute 
which the Roman Kings had impoſed upon the 
Jews, was pleaſed to work a miracle for to get 
money to pay it withal,Mat.17-24+ &c. He that 
was and is King, of Kings and Lord of Lords,the 
God of Heaven and Earth, pleaded no exempti- 
on from paying Taxes, but bound this duty up- 
on all his followers by his own cxample, and 
thereby confirmed alſo that precept which he 
gave us, (when the Jews asked him whether ir 
was lawful to pay Tribute to Ceſar, Mat.22.21+) 
of rendring to Czlar the things that are Czlars, 
as well as to God the things that are Gods. 

Now - therefore let no Chriſtian dare to go 
againſt theſe ſo many and (o plain and expres 
Scriptures in diſobeying or reſiſting his King and 
Sovereign under pretence of Religion, or of re- 
moving evil Councellors, or ot tighting tor the 
Kings Authority againſt his Perſon,or becauſe the 
Pope or the Presbyterian Synod enjoin him fo to 
do, for the good of ſouls, for the cauſe and intereſt of 
Chriſt and the Goſpel: for you (ce that God makes 
no reſervations, and allows of no diliinctions or 
equivocations, but bids every ſoul to be ſubject,and 
threatens damnation to any that ſhall not. And 
now,Sirs,I leave you to meditate upon what you 
have heard , and I heartily with it may do you 
good.
